PROHIBITION LAW HYPOCRISY 

U. S. District Attorney Gallagher Speaks Plain- 
ly to Newton Board ol Trade 


United Staten District Attorney 
Daniel J. Gallagher was the guest antd 1 
speaker Tuesday night at the Novem- 
ber dinner and meeting of the Newton 
Board of Trade, held at the Newton 
Club, Newtonville. 

President Arthur W. Hollis was 
toastmaster and aibout 00 members 
were present. 

Mr. Gallagher, who is a native of 
Newton and who lived here until a 
few years ago, spoke on the subject. 
‘‘The results of Prohibition.'’ He said 
it was premature at this time to speak 
of results of the Volstead law, which 
prohibited the possession, transporta- 
tion or manufacture of production of 
intoxicating liquors. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that we had prohibi- 
tion against larceny, against murder, 
things which were inherently wrong, 
but prohibition against the use of li- 
quor. he believed, was prohibition 
against something, which, in or by 
itself was not wrong, but was made 
wrong by law. Some of the imme- 
diate results of the Volstead law he 
said was the closing of the saloons 
and a large decrease in the inmates 
of criminal institutions. Prohibition 
was bound to be beneficial to the so- 
called “good fellow,’’ who could not 
say "No,” 'and he had also noticed 
that notwithstanding high prices, the 
people seemed to have plenty of mon- 
ey. He had also noted the disappear- 
ance of the “tramp.” altho he thought 
that condition had taken place before 


the Volstead act went into force. He 
did not believe the use of liquor was 
a moral question, genorally speaking. 
Where the use of it led' men to crim- 
inal acts, it might be a moral ques- 
tion, but for the average man it was 
a matter of expediency and was not 
a moral quoetion at all. 

The greatest difficulty in the sit- 
uation was its evident hypocrisy. If 
we applied the acid test of “do the 
people really believe it”, he did not 
believe the Volstead act would stand, 
and he queried whether or not such 
a law would bring good results. Pos- 
sibly, the attitude of the people might 
change in time, but at present time, 
most of us would violate the law if 
we had the opportunity. This he be- 
lieved was a most unwholesome con- 
dition and bound to cause trouble. 
Under it the rich man can have his 
liquor while the poor man goes with- 
out. 

Mr. Gallagher regretted the fact 
that the United States courts had no 
probation system. He believed it 
better to help a man who was down 
to come up than to send him to jail. 
He told of some of his interesting 
experiences while assistant district 
attorney of Suffolk County which 
illustrated this point of view. 
He said that of 800 cases each 
month in Suffolk county, 80% 
of the culprits were under* 35 years 
of age and 90'' were under 30. He

HELP NEWTON BABIES 

Appeal for Purchase of Xmas Seals to 
Help Work Against Tuberculosis 


Tuberculosis in Newton! Vour mon- 
ey of last year is fighting it. The 
Christmas Seal Fund put milk in fami- 
lies, where it stalked, provided little 
luxuries for the sick mnn in the Ital- 
ian family whose sole support was a 
young son and daughter, put a house- 
keeper where the mother, with five 
little children, is huving severe hem- 
orrhages. The baby was only five 
months’ old. Previously the father 
had met every expense. 

But — an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure. A carefully 
thought-out program established a 
Nourishment class, on July first, in 
connection with the Newton Public 
Summer School and a Well-baby Clinic. 
To this class came children from all 
over the Newtons. 

Dr. George Bowers gave his services. 
The Seal Fund provided a trained 
nurse, a dietitian and follow-up work- 
ers. So great was the need that volun- 
tary workers, too. joined the ranks. 

From the Health teacher provided 
by the Seal Fund in the summer 
school, from our Seal Health Workers 
on the playgrounds this summer 
streamed the children: five pounds, 
ten pounds, fifteen pounds, yes twenty 
pounds underweight. 

Do you know what it means for a 
little child to be that much under- 
weight? 

It means a chance for that germ. 

If your child were susceptible to the 
Great White Plague wouldn’t you build 
him up?

NEWTON LOSES 

Football Team Leads at Haverhill until 
Last Four Minutes of Play 

While the Newton High School 
football team .was defeated last Sat- 
urday at Haverhill by the local high 
school team, by the score of 14 to G, 
it was a game creditable alike to the 
losers as to the victors. The Globe’s 
football expert characterized it as one 
of "the greatest school boy football 
games ever staged In the East," an 
opinion undoubtedly shared by the 
crowd of over 12,000 football fans 
who witnessed the game. Newton got 
a touchdown in the second period, 
but failed to kick a goal, and the 
score was 6 to 0 to within four min- 
utes of the close of the fourth period. 
At this time a Newton man offside, 
penolized the team so that Haverhill 
had the ball on Newton’s three yard 
line, and after four rushes carried 
the ball over for a touchdown and 
subsequent goal. This success gave 
Haverhill new life and it added an- 
other touchdown and goal before the 
end of the period and game. 

The score is no indication of the 
relative ability of the teams or the 
strength of Newton High, because it 
played wonderful all-around football 
with the exception of the opening 
period when a fumble gave Haverhill 
High a chance to tally which it failed 
to make good. Then in the fourth 
period, with only four minutes to go, 
a short kick by Leonard, which went 
outside on his own 30-yard line, open- 
ed the way for Haverhill to start its 
march for its first touchdown. 

About 1000 or 1200 Newton fans at- 
tended the game.

With the expiration of the time for 
filing nomination papers for the com- 
ing city election on Wednesday after- 
noon. it developes that Ward 4 wi.V 
furnish the only contests for election 
to the hoard of aldermen.

WOMAN’S ASSOCIATION OF 
CENTRAL CHURCH 


The Woman’s Association of Cen- 
tral Church held an all-day meeting 
on Wednesday on Red Cross work, 
and to sew for the Welfare Bureau. 
Luncheon was in charge of Mrs. J. E. 
Bartlett. 

At the close of the luncheon, and 
the business meeting. Miss Cornelia 
Taylor, daughter of a former minister 
of Central Church, told of her ex- 
periences during 18 months of war 
work in France. 

To hear one who has actually been 
there Is always an interesting experi- 
ence in connection with any great 
event, but Miss Taylor gave personal 
reminiscences of unusual interest, and 
in a way which captivated her audi- 
ence. 

Her first experiences related to a 
forestry encampment in the South of 
France. From October until Janu- 
ary this particular group had not seen 
an American woman. Far away in 
the pine woods they worked often 36 
hours at a stretch supplying the nec- 
essary lumber for railroads, barracks, 
etc. There were no places of amuse- 
ment. so that the men often got very 
lonely and depressed. Miss Taylor, 
told several touching incidents of 
men who had broken rules, who came 
to her of their own account and 
promised to “make good.” 

From this encampment she was 
transferred to a navy embarkment 
camp at Bordeaux. Here conditions 
were, at first, very bad. owing to over- 
crowding. Later, the personnel 
'•banged and conditions were bet- 
tered. When asked what she did most 
of the time, .Miss Taylor replied. “The 
thing I did most of was talk." Only 
those who have heard Miss Taylor 
talk can realize how much of cheer 
and comfort she must have brought 
with her. 

The people of Newton sent to Miss 
Taylor $100 to be used as she wished. 
One of the ways in which this money 
was used was in the fitting up of a 
room which was to remind the men 
of home. Nothing was spared to give 
this home-like touch. To this sanctu- 
tary. only those who were invited 
could come. Here, three times a week 
were served dainty suppers to those 
who especially needed cheering up. 
and many a confession followed the 
twilight talk around the fire. 

Many of the “true stories” which 
Miss Taylor told brought tears to the 
eyes of her listeners, while one and 
all felt proud that an American girl 
of Miss Taylor’s type had represented 
Newton across the seas. 

TWO ALARM FIRE 


A two alarm fire, which threatened 
at one time to do considerable dam- 
age. took place early AVedneds&y eve- 
ning in the main building of the Allen 
Military School on Waltham street, 
We t Newton. The alarm was rung 
from box 316, and when the fire de- 
partment arrived was blazing furious- 
’y. It is thought that the fire started 
in a closet under the main stairway 
on the first floor and before it was put 
out had badly damaged the interior 
of the building, causing a damage es- 
timated at about $10,000.

A SUCCESSFUL CANVASS 


Eaily in October n group of citi- 
zens from all parts of the city met 
at the Newton Association on the in- 
vitation of President C. D. Kepner to 
consider a forward step in the local 
work for the year 1921. 

It was proposed to raise the money 
needed by the Newton Y. M. C. A. in 
a short canvass in which a large num- 
ber of men would he invited to take 
part. An executive committee was 
formed, leaders were chosen, workers 
enlisted, and on October 18th the 
canvass began. Within ten days most 
of the money needed was subscribed, 
because 100 business and professional 
men were willing to give freely of 
tlielr time in some cases at great 
personal sacrifice. 

$30,000 was the goal set. The fund 
now has passed $26,000 and Is being 
Increased day by day. It is expected 
that the full amount will he sub- 
scribed during the year. This fund 
will provide for the current expenses 
of the Association up to November 1. 
1921, allow extensive repairs on the 
building to he made, provide for much 
needed improvements at the Frank A. 
Day Camp, and make possible the 
employment of a community secre- 
tary to work on the south side of the 
City, and also for a secretary who 
would give some time to Americani- 
zation work and to the needs of the 
men in industry. 

Leaders in this canvass were given 
military titles so that it would he per- 
fectly proper to greet them in the fu- 
ture as Generals or Captains as the 
case may he. The General Chairman 
and inspiring leader of the canvass 
was Mr. Charles D. Kepner who had 
as his aide.

In these early years of the 20th 
century there has appeared a revival 
of interest In poetry as a form of lit- 
erary expression. Certain new schools 
have arisen similar to those in music, 
sculpture and painting. The most 
noteworthy of these takes its name, 
f inagism, from a term brought from 
France. Professor William Lyon 
Phelps in his book "The advance of 
English poetry in the 20th century" 
(ZYP.P51 > says that English poetry 
of the 20th century seems inferior to 
the poetry of the Victorian epoch, for 
he says that in England there is no 
one to equal Tennyson or Browning 
and in America no one to equal Poe. 
Emerson or Whitman. Yet he thinks 
that he can discern an advance in 
English poetry not wholly to be meas- 
ured by the celendar or the clock. 

Two of the New England poets 
.whose recent works stand head and 
shoulders above the multitude are 
Edwin Arlington Robinson and Rob- 
ert Frost. In order to secure knowl- 
edge of the style of Robinson one 
might read "Isaac and Archibald,” in 
his "Captain Craig” (YP.R56); or 
"Flammonde,” "John Gorham," "Old 
King Cole,” “Old trails," "Lisette and 
Eileen" and many others in his “The 
man against the sky" (YP.R56M) ; or 
"Richard Cory" in his "Children of 
the night" (YP.R66C). In order to 
secure some estimate of what writers 
think of Robinson’s poems read Cook’s 
"Our poets of today" (ZYP.C771): 
Lowell’s "Tendencies in modern Am- 
erican poetry’” (ZY83P.L9); Unter- 
meyer’s "New era in American poet- 
ry” (ZYP.U61). 

In the above books listed will also 
be found an estimate of Robert Frost 
and many of the other poets listed 
below. Of Frost’s poems read some 
of the following: "Storm fear", "To the 
thawing wind", “Rose pagonias", “The 
tuft of flowers" in his “A boy’s will". 
(YP.F929b): "The pasture". "Mend- 
ing wall", “The death of the hired 
man”, Home burial", “After apple- 
picking" in “North of Boston” 
(YP.F929n) ; "Christmas trees". "Bir- 
ches”, “House fear", in his "Moun- 
tain interval" (YP.F929M). 

There are two Chicago poets Edgar 
Lee Masters, of whom Amy Lowell 
writes “People who have never cared 
for a poem before are enthusiastic 
over "Spoon river”, and Carl Sand- 
burg. In adition to the "Spoon river" 
anthology” (YP.M39s) one should 
read this "Great Valley" ( YP.M39G) , 
his "Songs and satires" (YP.M39so) 
and "Starved Rock" (YP.M39st). Of 
Sandburg there are tiiree volumes in 
the library: "Chicago poems 

(YP.S21ch), "Cornhuskers" (YP.S21c), 
“Smoke and steel" (YP.S21s). 

The principal Imagist poet is Amy 
Lowell. Four of her books are well 
worth reading: "A dome of many col- 
ored glass’* (YP.L952d), "Sword 
Mach s and poppy seed’ (YP.L52**H 
"Men, women and ghosts’’ 

( YP.L9r»2m), “Can Grande’s castle’ 
(YP.L952c). Other lmagist poets 
arc: Mrs. Richard Aldington.

at her residence at 460 Centre street, 
Newton.

abeth (Prentiss » Dudley, was lorn In 
St. Albans, Maine. Nov. 8. 1846. In 
her early girlhood the family moved 
to New Radford and In 1870 to Cam- 
bridge. Mass. There she met Fran- 
cis Bickford Hornbrooke. then a stu- 
dent at Harvard Divinity School, and 
on the attainment of his first parish, 
the young couple were married in 
September. 1874 and settled in East 
Hampton. Conn. 

From East Hampton they moved to 
Weston, Mass., remaining there until 
Dr. Hcrnbrooke’s installation at the 
( banning Unitarian Church in 1879. 

Here, during Dr. Hombrooke’s pas- 
torate of over twenty years. Mrs. 
Hornbrooke was active in al forms 
of church and social work. 

Dr. Hornbrooke's sudden death in 
1903 was a great blow, but rallying, 
sho interested' herself in preparing 
and delivering a series of lectures on 
historical, literary and other subjects. 
Sho had a happy gift of expression 
and her papers before the Social Sci- 
ence Club of Newton and elsewhere 
are still remebered by all who heard 
them. 

Perhaps her greatest interest was 
in the work of bird protection into 
which she plunged with all the ardor 
of a crusader. Extremely well versed 
in all information on the subject, her 
lectures were delivered widely 
throughout New England, while her 
correspondence with others interest- 
ed extended' over the whole country. 
Mrs. Hornbrooke’s interest was that 
of the nature lover who tries to un- 
derstand and interpret the wild life 
around us. not that of the so-called 
naturalists who colects, disects and 
classifies. 

A direct descendant of Gov. Thomas 
Dudley, second colonial governor of 
Massachusetts, she was interested in 
all appertaining to the eary life of 
the country, and one of her esays. 
"The Domestic Problems of our Fore- 
mothers." is a revelation of the hard- 
ships. trials and occupation of women 
in early colonial times. 

She was one of the founders and' 
an ex-president of the Social Science 
Club of Newton, member of the Ar- 
dubon Society, the Sarah Hull Chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion. and the Dudley Family Asso- 
ciation. 

For the past few years though in 
gradually failing health she kept up 
her interest in all matters. The 
church seemed particularly dear to 
her and though unable in recent 
months to attend the entire service, 
she delighted in going for a few min- 
utes towards tlie close of the cere- 
monies. met friends, and see again 
the place for which she and her hus- 
band had spent so many years of 
happy, concerted work. 

About six weeks ago, her illness 
took a sudden turn for the worse and 
after a brief rally her strength grad- 
ually failed and the end of an active, 
u eful life was passed away in sleep. 

She leaves two sons. Mr. Dudley 
Hornbrooke. now a resident of Bos- 
ton. and Mr. F. Bickford Hornbrooke 
of Newton. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternon at dimming Church 
Rev. Harry Lutz, pastor of the 
church, officiated and the dimming 
Quartet sang. Members of Sarah 
Hull Chapter. D. R. of the Newton 
Social Science Club and of the Audu- 
bon Society attended the services 
Burial was in Cambridge Cemetery.

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CIVIL WAR REMINISCENCES 

During the Civil War, the writer 
was a soldier in the Ninth Army Corps 
under Gen. Burnside. One of the four 
divisions of this Corps was composed 
of colored men, former slaves who 
had run away from their masters. As 
a consequence it happened that our 
whole corps came to he known as 
•Burnside's niggers.” This colored 
division was used in guarding sup- 
plies and supply trains of Gen. 
Grant’s Army of the Potomac in 1864 
and afterwards was in much of the 
fighting around Richmond and Peters- 
burg and acquitted themselves like 
good soldiers. The Confederates were 
quite bitter towards this division and 
its white ‘officers and the Ninth Corps 
as well. Our whole picket line was 
continually under fire while other 
corps did not suffer as much. 

In consequence of this association 
1 have kept in closer touch with and 
felt a keen interest in the progress 
and welfare of the colored race. 

It may surprise many to learn that 
even today in remote and isolated 
parts of the South there are still col- 
ored men serving as slaves. Not long 
since, one man reached a Carolina 
town after walking nights and hiding 
in the woods days and was then in- 
formed that he was a free man and 
his own master. 

There are several colored men, now 
living in Newton, who were born in 
slavery, and a short account of their 
days in slavery and life may be of 
interest. 

Mr. Cole Williams was born at Port 
Royal. Va., on the plantation of Thos. 
Catlett, who had about 40 slaves at 
that place and 60 slaves at another 
plantation. Williams, when about 12 
years of age. ran away on the arrival 
of the first Yankee troops and became 
a servant of Col. Trimlett of Boston 
of the 39th Mass. (Colored) regiment. 
He kept the Colonel’s uniform in or- 
der and held his horse. When Presi- 
dent Lincoln called one day, Williams 
held the horses while Mr. Lincoln and 
Col. Trimlett talked together. When 
the president was about to leave he 
patted Williams on the head and 
called him a “jolly little fellow.” Col. 
Trimlett later lost his leg in battle 
and went home to Boston leaving Wil- 
liams in Washington to care for his 
horses, and later he brought them to 
Boston. He remained in the employ 
of the Trimlett family until he was 
18 years old and later made his home 
in West Newton. 

Mr. Charles Moore, took his sur- 
name from his master, Elliott Moore, 
who owned two plantations In Colum- 
bus, Ga., with some 300 slaves. Charles 
was born August 11, 1844, and learned 
his trade as a mason from his master, 
who was a builder in brick and stone. 
He died before the war, and his slaves 
were sold to pay his bills. Charles 
and his mother, brothers, and sisters 
were all sold to Aleck McDonald of 
Fayville. Tenn.. where Charles re- 
mained until the sound of drums an- 
nounced the approach of the Union 
troops. He joined them and was sent 
to Cincinnati, Ohio, where he enlisted 
and was sent to Readville, Mass., and 
the 55th Mass. Colored regiment, com- 
manded by Col. Hallowitt. Here 
Moore was drilled for two months and 
then went with the regiment to New- 
bern. N. C.. Charleston, S. C., and 
Morris Island, where they dug trench- 
es and built forts. Later they went to 
Jacksonville, Fla., where they served 
until the end of the war and were dis- 
charged from the service at Boston. 
Moore found work as a mason in Bos- 
ton and later made his home in West 
Newton. 

Mr. James L. Dunn was horn in 
Newbern, N. C., in 1854 on the plan- 
tation of Marcus Washington Carmen, 
who had about 50 slaves. Dunn just 
remembers that his master, just be- 
fore the battle of Newbern. took all 
his slaves a long distance back in the 
country so they could not join the 
Union troops. 

Among the Union troops at the bat- 
tle of Newbern were colored troops 
with new uniforms, and Dunn remem- 
bers when he returned to the plan- 
tation, hearing the Confederates sing- 
ing: 

“Oh. whose been here since I’ve been 
gone? 

D d black niggers with uniforms 

on.” 

At the close of the war, Dunn came 
north and settled in Newton. 

I hope before many years the 13th, 
14th, and loth amendments of the 
United States Constitution will he 
fully enforced and we may, in truth, 
be the land of the free. C. S. Ober.

CHAPLAIN HAYES SPEAKS 

Under the auspices of the enter- 
tainment department of the Women’s 
Association of Eliot Clntrch, Miss 
Edith Jamieson in charge. Rev. Alli- 
son J. Hayes, Chaplain of the United 
States Naval Prison at Portsmouth, 
N. H.. gave an address on “Morale 
Work at the Naval Prison." 

After commenting upon the preva- 
lence of crime in these days. Chap- 
lain Hayes went on to say that he had 
no sympathy with the idea that a 
special type of face constituted a 
criminal type. Investigation shows 
that most criminals have had abnor- 
mal surroundings in boyhood. At the 
present time there is a tendency to 
indulge t lie prisoner. With this, 
Chaplain Hayes showed no sympathy. 
He made a strong plea for the in- 
determinate sentence. “A sentence 
of six months or a year Is totally in- 
adequate. A prisoner should not lie 
allowed to return to society until 
truly reformed.” 

When a prisoner first comes to the 
prison, he is given 21 days in which 
lie is carefully tested, mentally and 
physically, and is told how he can 
make a clean record. At the end of 
this time, he may he elected to the 
Welfare League where certain privi- 
leges are allowed him. It was Thomas 
Mott Osborne, who introduced the 
Welfare League into prisons. As in 
Sing Sing, so in Portsmouth, it has 
proved a great success. This type 
of government, where the members of 
the League take care of their own 
offenders and have a board of di- 
rectors and an executive committee, 
develops a sense of responsibility. 

At Portsmouth there is a clothing 
factory that offers employment* to the 
men. a gymnasium, an auditorium, 
and stage, and a school taught largely 
hv the men themselves; a good libra wy 
and a newspaper, "The Mutual Wel- 
fare News." edited by the men. 

In conclusion, Mr. Hayes stated that 
a disregard of law was one of the 
real menaces of today. 

The address was preceded by violin 
anil piano selections by two pupils of 
the West Newton Music School.

WHAT THE LEGION IS DOING 

An incident has just come to light 
to illustrate that many former service 
men even now, despite the publicity 
giv n to the matter, are unaware of 
(lie powerful assistance that may be 
given to them hy the American Le- 
gion. when they are in real need of 
assistance. 

A man in a certain section of New- 
ton. who was a veteran of the 2nd Di- 
vision, and who saw service on every 
front in the War with that organiza- 
tion with the exception of the periods 
-pent in hospitals in France, found 
himself seriously ill with an incurable 
ilisease. with his rent overdue, and his 
family in straightened circumstances. 
\ot knowing which way to turn, the 
man was fast losing his gHp, and the 
climax was reached when his land- 
lord informed him that he must either 
pay his rent to date or vacate. 

At this juncture, the matter reached 
the ears of Rehabilitation Officer Hey- 
wood S. French, of Newton Post of 
the Legion, who made an immediate 
investigation, and in an interview 
with the landlord succeeded in secur- 
ing a respite for the veteran. Mr. 
French then had the man admitted to 
the Farker Hill Hospital, where he 
is noAv drawing about $125 a month in 
compensation, and the family is be- 
ing kept from want. 

The soldier informed Mr. French 
that, although he knew of the exis- 
tence of the Legion, he had no idea it 
did work of this kind, and was there- 
fore backward about allowing his case 
to reach its notice. 

According to Mr. French this is but 
one or several similar cases that have 
come to his attention since he as- 
sumed office, and he is very anxious 
to have all service men or women in 
the city regardless of whether or not 
they are members of the Legion, to 
bring their troubles to him, or to Wil- 
liam Noone, recently * appointed Re- 
habilitation Officer of the Newton 
Chapter of the Red Cross, who can he 
reached at the Red Cross headquarters 
any Tuesday. Thursday or Friday 
night or Saturday afteroon. 

There is not a possible case regard- 
ing allotments, insurance, compensa- 
tion or relier that cannot he handled 
effectively by either of these two men 
and both are most willing to he of 
assistance to any who require their 
services.

Mr. C. F. Towne, associate princi- 
pal of Lasell Seminary, and formerly 
State Director of Americanization 
addressed the Auburndale Woman’s 
Club at Its last meeting. Mr. Towne 
described very clearly the changes 
which have come in our concept of 
the term Americanization. Our first 
notion of it, so far as the State was 
concerned, was simply the teaching 
of English to foreigners in evening 
schools. These lessons coming at the 
end of hard working days, the inade- 
quate school equipment and the 
crowded classes did not greatly in- 
spire the foreigner; he became dis- 
couraged, soon left the class and never 
learned to speak English. Then the 
war came, teaching us that success 
comes only through co-operation, re- 
gardless of race or creed, and Ameri- 
canization took on a broader mean- 
ing. With the teaching of English 
there must he a feeling of good fel- 
lowship and an interest in the for- 
eigner himself as a human being. Mr. 
Towne deplored the tendency in some 
industrial centres to revert, since the 
Armistice, to our prewar attitude of 
contempt for the immigrant. “The 
best kind of Americanization is the 
kind that goes on every day. It must 
come from a genuine feeling of 
friendship, and a sincere desire to 
help the foreigner.”

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BETTER LIGHTING OF SCHOOLS 

Aldermen Urged to Take Action at Adams, 
Hyde, Williams and Claflin Schools 


There was but little actual busi- 
ness at the meeting of the aldermen ' 
on Monday night but the inevitable 
recess for long committee meetings 
made adjournment quite late. 

Vice-President Forknall presided 
in the absence of President Harri- 
man and Aldermen Madden and Mc- 
Auslan were also away. 

Hearings were held on proposed 
Edison poles on Crafts street and on 
the proposed widening at Centre anti 
Beacon streets and at Fuller and 
Chestnut streets, at which no one ap- 
peared. 

Mr. Maloney appeared in favor of 
petition of Mrs. Mary A. Maloney' for 
a private garage on Charlesbank 
, road and it was subsequently granted. 

Mayor Childs sent in the nomina- 
tion of Charles Raymond Cabot to be 
a member of the Board of Appeals 
for three years, and recommended 
several additional appropriations in- 
cluding $500 for lighting of the Ad- 
ams school house. 

The Dept, of Public Utilities gave 
notice of a hearing on proposed in- 
crease in fares on the B. & W. street 
railway and also gave its approval 
to the proposed relocation of strfeet 
railway tracks in Walnut street, 
Newtonville. 

The Street Commissioner reported 
the cost of resurfacing of Charles- 
bank road to be $10,531.99. 

The Newton Highlands Woman’s 
Club asked for lighting in the Hyde 
school, and a long petition was filed

for lighting in the Adams school. 

Frederick A. Lundberg was grant- 
ed an auctioneer license, J. H. Woods, 
Dickerman road, Norman Marshall, 
Windermere road, and Nicholas Rich- 
ardson, Prescott street, were granted 
permits for private garages. E. A. 
Coppinger was granted an express 
license, highway assessments on Ed- 
en avenue were apportioned, and Ed- 
ison poles granted on Crafts street. 

Other petitions included one for 
sewer assessments on Dunstan 
street, Newton City Employees’ Uni- 
on for half holiday on Saturday thru- 
out the year, and Louis J. Dejurio 
for Military Aid. 

The City of Brockton asked for co- 
operation in favoring governmental 
control of coal thru the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 

Jeffrey D. LeBlanc was granted in- 
crease in Soldiers’ Relief, betterment 
assessments were levied on Oak ave- 
nue, a sewer assessment levied in 
Dunstan street, and a hearing as- 
signed on laying a sewer in Virginia 
road.

The annual Memorial Day of the 
Order of Elks was observed last Sun- 
day by Newton Lodge with impres- 
sive exercises at the Newton Opera 
House.

Beginning with primitive man. Mrs. 
Bullard traced the forms of decora- 
tion used at different periods and in 
different lands, and showed their sig- 
nificance, 

A very interesting early necklace 
was one of camel’s teeth. The origin 
of the shepherd’s plaid, so often at- 
tributed to Scotland, Mrs. Bullard ex- 
plained as the plaid worn by the shep- 
herds of Bible times, and showed Arab 
pins which were used to fasten these. 

Another interesting talisman was 
the “Hand of Fatima.” a Mohammedan 
symbol of great significance, some- 
times- found on temples and public 
buildings, and sometimes attached to 
chains, etc' 

The significance of the Egyptian 
scarab, and the incantations connect- 
ed with them, the meaning of a 
strange, disk-like ornament worn in 
the middle of the forehead by mothers 
of sons, the origin and significance of 
the buckle, and the golden collar of

SUNDAY SPORTS 

Playground Commission Reports that 
54,088 Persons used Playgrounds 
this Summer 


The following extracts are from a 
report made by Mr. William C. Brew- 
er, Chairman of the Playground Com- 
mission, to Mayor Childs: 

In order to judge the value of Sun- 
day Play, a few statistics of attend- 
ance and comparative cost for super- 
vision, etc., may be of interest. ■ 

The law governing Sunday Sports 
requires that where playgrounds are 
placed under the exclusive charge 
and authority of specially designated 
officials, such officials shall be the 
licensing authority, and that they 
shall designate the playgrounds 
where Sunday Sports may be carried 
on. 

„ In accordance with the foregoing, 
the Playground Commission voted to 
supervise on Sunday afternoons, the 
following playgrounds, Boyd, Burr, 
Stearns, Cabot, West Newton, Aub- 
urndale. Lower Falls. Upper Falls, 
Newton Highlands, Waban, and New- 
ton Centre and to place a supervisor 
on these playgrounds during the 
hours from two to six. 

The law requires special licenses 
or permits must be issued, for all 
sports which have the element of 
competition, by the authorities who 
have charge of the playgrounds. 

Any individual or club or society 
or group of individuals wishing to 
use baseball or football fields or Ten- 
nis Courts were required to make 
application in writing and about 175 
permits for games, principally base- 
ball, were issued to special organi- 
zations, covering a period of 23 Sun- 
days, and about 100 permits were is- 
sued for tennis during the same 
period. 

In order that others not belonging 
to any organization might also en- 
gage in games, a special permit was 
issued every Sunday to every play- 
ground supervisor which enabled 
him, in many instances, to arrange 
games on the spot. 

No other efforts were made by the 
Commission to stimulate other play- 
ground activities, but as it was. on 
some playgrounds the capacity for 
certain games was taxed to the limit.

Coming to China, the speaker show- 
ed a very interesting collection of Man- 
darin chains, and explained that they 
were always found with two orna- 
monts on one side and one on the oth- 
er. that they might not excite the en- 
vy of the gods by their perfection. 

Rosaries and their significance 
formed another chapter of this inter- 
esting subject. 

Mrs. Bullard concluded by showing 
how each country had an art of its 
own for which it was justly famous. 
During her talk, the chains, amulets, 
etc., which were used as illustrations, 
were displayed against a black velvet 
background which brought out their 
beauty. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Bullard’s 
talk, two grandsons of Mrs. Stanley, 
Stanley and Merrihew Hallett, ren- 
dered selections on the violin and on 
the piano. The former played upon a 
violin which had been his grand- 
father’s. 

Following Mrs. Bullard, Mrs. Harry 
L. Ayer gave a most illuminating talk 
on “The Origin and Significance of 
Rings.” After speaking of their ori- 
gin and great antiquity. Mrs. Ayer 
went on j(o tell of the different pur- 
poses for which rings had been used 
during the different ages. 

Among others, she mentioned rings 
which were used for superstitious 
reasons such as to avert disaster or 
cast spells, those denoting love, those 
which indicated power or office, like 
the rings used by the Roman senators, 
rings denoting religious beliefs, and 
poisonous rings.

Generally speaking the reports from 
the directors indicated that the de- 
portment of those using the play- 
grounds had 1 been reasonably good 
and mindful of the requirements of the 
Sunday Sport laws. There was one 
notable exception: during a football 
game the spectators crowded onto the 
field and interfered with the players. 
This brought on trouble which was 
stopped as soon as possible and did 
not recur. 

There is no doubt in the mind of the 
Superintendent of Playgrounds that 
Sunday Play will assume considerable 
dimensions and that contests which 
may be staged by private organiza- 
tions will frequently bring out many 
thousands of people on one Sunday af- 
tornoon to one playground, and when 
this occurs, the playground directors 
cannot alone cope with the situation. 
The Police Department will have to 
assist perhaps even more in the future 
than it has so readily done in the past. 
New problems specifically arising 
from this Sunday situation will have 
to be worked out. Players and spec- 
tators will demand more of the Play- 
ground Department. 

Section 7 of the act defines “ama- 
teur” sport to be one in which the con- 
testants do not receive and have not 
been promised any pecuniary reward, 
remuneration or consideration what- 
soever, directly or indirectly in con- 
nection therewith.” In the opinion of 
the Superintendent of Playgrounds the 
games this season have been absolute- 
ly free from commercialism; he be- 
lieves that they have been the means 
of a finer conception of amateur 
sports.

Russo was the occupant of the room 
where the bodies were found, with gas 
flowing from an open jet. and Rizzi 
was a resident of Charlestown and a 
close friend of Russo. The latter’s 
body was found on the bed with the 
bodies of his two pet dogs, while Rizzi 
was lying on the floor. The door and 
windows of the room were tightly 
sealed. 

Patrolmen Hayden and Garquin 
were passing the house, when they 
smelled gas. They went In and found 
the dead bodies. 

Russo hud been in the fruit business 
for several years in West Newton, and 
Rizzi was a frequent visitor to the 
house in Davis court. The bodies were 
taken to the Newton Hospital morgue.

John Randolph Had Hie Own Ideas of 
What to Do When Presented st 
Russian Court. 

When .John Randolph, errntlc Amer- 
ican statesman from Virginia, was in 
Russia he wos about to be presented 
to the czar. 8omeone undertook to 
tench him the presentation etiquette 
of the Russian court. As minister he 
was to enter the room and how; at 
the center of the room he was to 
pause and how a second time, after 
which the czar would meet him and 
engage him in conversation. But Ran- 
dolph was, Indignant at the thought 
that anyone could presume to tench 
him anything, and declared that he 
knew all about It without being 
shown. 

The day of presentation arrived and 
Randolph entered the door of the au- 
dience chamber and bowed very low; 
he advanced to the center of the room 
and bowed again very deeply. Then 
he approached nearer to the czar, took 
olT one gauntlet and threw It to the 
right of the czar, removed his other 
gauntlet and enst it to the left of the 
czar. Next he pitched off his hat In 
front, threw off his mnntle, unbuckled 
his sword and discorded It upon the 
floor nnd then fell upon his knees at 
the feet of the czar. The court was 
speechless and the czar astonished. 
However, the cznr was equal to the 
occasion, so he approached the pros- 
trate Randolph, required him to rise 
nnd engaged him in conversation. But 
the reception did not meet Randolph’s 
expectations, and within a month he 
left Russia In considerable of a huff 
at what he deemed mistreatment at 
the hands of the czar. 


HAS FOUND CRADLE OF EEL 


Scientist Tells the World All About 
the Habits of That Migratory 
Aquatic Creature. 

The eel has been tracked to his cra- 
dle. 

It has taken us 2,000 years to learn 
that eels, living In ponds nnd rivers 
climb oift when full grown, crawl over 
the land, find a river running to the 
ocean, go out to sen, and lay eggs 
which produce offspring that come 
back In billions up the rivers from 
which their parents descended, says 
London Tit-Bits. 

A scientist has now tracked down 
these elusive marvels to the spawn- 
ing grounds. It is the Sargasso sen, 
that enormous sea garden through 
which Columbus first sailed to the 
terror of his crews, from September 
to October, 1402. Of course, that Is 
not the only nursery. 

Upon hatching, the eel larvae drift 
with the current, undergo a marvel- 
ous transformation, reach Europe, 
swarm up the river, climb the banks, 
cross dusty Quids and parched mead- 
ows to inland ponds nnd ditches, and 
then settle there for the next seven 
or eight years, when they swim back 
to the Snrgasso to lay their eggs and 
die. 

Is not that ft crowning marvel of 
the migratory instinct? Across the 
Atlantic in infancy, to fatten In a 
wayside English pond, nnd back 
again, grown up, across the wide 
ocean.

Cloudesley Shovel 
is a mouthful of quaint and sounding 
syllables. Benbow has a bulldog qual- 
ity that suits the man’s character, and 
it takes us hack to those English arch- 
ers who were his true comrades for 
plainness, tenacity and pluck. Ra- 
leigh is spirited and martial, and sig- 
nifies an act of bold conduct in the 

field — “Vlrglnlbus Puerisque,” 

by Louis Stevenson. 


How Spiders Travel. 

Spinning webs is second nature with 
spiders. After they are hatched from 
the eggs In a cocoon, they cling to- 
gether for about a week. Then they 
separate, but their legs do not carry 
them very far. Facing the wind, nnd 
standing on the tips of their legs, the 
baby spiders raise their abdomens and 
emit a silken thread. The faintest 
current wafts the gossamer In the air. 
nnd when enough Is let out to permit 
of aerial flight the Insect drifts away. 
When it wishes to land it hauls in 
the thread. Wherever It lands It can 
spin webs without the slightest In- 
structions from older spiders. Older 
male spiders seem to lose this gift. 
There are about 550 species of spi- 
ders In America, but only two, the 
house and garden spiders, are well 
known.

EDITORIAL 


The city election, with two excep- 
tions. is without particular interest. 
Ward 4 furnishes both exceptions, as 
ex-alderman George M. Heathcote, 
candidate for alderman at large from 
tl>at ward, is opposed by Mr. Jesse W. 
Weinberg, and there are three candi- 
dates, Messrs. Francis McGill, Her- 
bert B. Morse and Harry B. Ross for 
ward aldermen. The latter is strictly 
a family affair for Ward 4 and the 
voters of that Ward are perfectly able 
to make a right selection, and will 
have the unusual privilege of doing so 
by the*preferential ballot, which gives 
to each voter the opportunity to make 
a first choice for the office and can 
follow it up with a second choice if 
he or she sees fit. The way they use 
the preferential ballot will he watched 
with interest by the rest of the city. 

The voters of the entire city, how- 
ever, have an opportunity to vote for 
alderman at large from ward 4. and 
while we have the highest regard for 
Mr. Weinberg as a citizen and as a 
man, we believe that right and justice 
demand that Mr. Heathcote be elected. 
Mr. Heathcote has served one year as 
an alderman and was defeated last 
year, by the heavy vote for Auburn- 
dale. 

Mr. Heathcote represented the small 
village of Lower Falls for one year as 
alderman and was defeated for re- 
election a year ago. by the voters of 
Auburndale, who preferred one of 

f heir own neighbors, and Lower Falls 
ost its representative at City Hall in 
consequence. This was felt to be an 
injustice to Lower Falls, and influen- 
tial citizens agreed' during the sum- 
mer that Mr. Heathcote should be 
asked to run as an alderman at large 
this fall, thereby restoring the repre- 


sentation of Ix>wer Falls at City Hall. 
It Is only within the past few weeks 
that Mr. Weinberg has been placed in 
the field by his friends, and if he is 
successful, continued injustice is done 
to the voters of the Lower Falls. Vote 
for Mr. Heathcote as a matter of fair 
play. 

— o— 

At the city election next Tuesday, 
the women will for the first time have 
an opportunity to express their opin- 
ion of the license question. Newton 
disgraced itself last year when it 
voted Yes on this question for the first 
time in its history and we earnestly 
hope that the women will show more 
sense than the men and enough of 
them vote NO to carry tho city. While 
this question is nothing but a farce; so 
long as the Volstead act Is in force 
tliruout the nation, and even if we 
should vote YES. would be of no avail, 
common sense and self respect ought 
to make every voter see to U that New- 
ton is rightly placed' in the negative 
column once more. 

Allied to the license question is a 
new referendum indicating whether 
Newton desires any licenses issued 
for “certain non-intoxicating bever- 
ages. “ Don’t be misled by this title, 
for it does NOT apply to soda water, 
ginger ale and other so-called soft 
drinks. The certain non-intoxicating 
beverages to which it refers are the 
so-called “near” beers and light wines, 
and cover all beverages containing 
more than one-half of one per cent of 
alcohol, and less than two and three- 
quarters per cent. Here again New- 
ton ought to vote NO, for even if by 
any chance a YES vote prevails, noth- 
ing can be done, as the Federal au- 
thorities Vwill see to it that nothing 
stronger than one-half of one per 
cent will he allowed on sale. Vote NO 
therefore on both these questions. 

There will undoubtedly he consid- 
erable feeling about accepting the so- 
called Sunday Sports bill, which, un- 
der permission of .the aldermen, has 
been in force during the past summer 
in this city. A perusal of the report 
of the Playground Commission will 
show that Sunday sports have been 
quite an attraction and in the opinion 
of the Superintendent of Playgrounds, 
have been of great benefit to many 
persons who would have been unable 
to play hall or tennis, under the old 
law. On the other hand, there is al- 
ways the great danger in granting 
small privileges, in that the inevitable 
tendency is to make them larger and 
larger. No one wants the European 
Sunday transplanted to Newton, and 
each voter must decide for himself or 
herself, just how far the present ques- 
tion will open the door to other and 
more objectionable features on the 
Lord’s Day. 

The voters will also have the oppor- 
tunity to accept or reject the bill to 
allow boxing contests to take place in 
this city. Boxing for prizes or money 
or boxing exhibitions for which an 
admission fee is charged are now il- 
legal. If you vote NO they stay so, 
as far as Newton is concerned. If 
you vote YES they may be held under 
stringent restrictions which ought to 
make them unobjectionable. \Ve ad- 
vise a NO vote on this question.

Get Cognomen# From Habit# or Plu- 
mage Though Not Infrequently 
From Song or Call. 

Birds are given various names In 
various pnrts of the country ; some 
get these names from their habits, 
others from their plumage, while the 
song, or call, In other cases Is respon- 
sible for the nickname of the bird, ac- 
cording to London Answers. 

The cuckoo has two mates. The 
meadow plpplt is known ns the euc- 
koo’s mnte in some parts of the coun- 
try, because of its Ambit of always ac- 
companying the cuckoo from place to 
place throughout Its stay In this coun- 
try. The wryneck gets the same name 
for n different reason. It arrives In 
the country about the same time, or a 
few days earlier than the cuckoo, and 
therefore the name has been glv«*n It 

Little “Bread-nnrl-no-cheese” Is per- 
hnps rather a mouthful, hut the name 
Is given to thft yellow hunting on ac- 
count of the fact that Its simple song 
resembles these words more than any- 
thing else In the world. 

"Ynflle” Is tho name given to that 
Inughing bird of the woods, the green 
woodpecker, also known by the less 
cheerful cognomen of rain bird, be- 
cause whenever It laughs- the glass 
goes back and the rain conies down. 
In other words, the lough of the green 
woodpecker, like the “hee-haw” of the 
donkey. Is considered by many to he 
a sure sign of wet weather. 

The whltethroat Jins n habit of 
creeping along the lower parts of the 
hedges, where the nettles grow, and 
therefore It hns acquired for Itself the 
name of "nettle creeper.” 


TIRE KNOWN BY MANY NAMES 


Not Including What It Is Called by 
Impatient Autoist When It 
Punctures. 

A thing which ties Is a tire — say 
makers of the dictionary. The first 
purpose of the tire was to tie or hand 
the wheel together. As time passed, 
the original meaning of the word has 
been lost sight of and now the tire 
Is the part of the wheel which touches 
the rond and stands the wear and tear 
of travel. 

Englnnd and her possessions, ex- 
cept Canada, spells the word "tyre,” 
No less an authority than England’s 
own Encyclopedia Britnnnicn Is on rec- 
ord with the opinion that "this spell- 
ing Is not now accepted by the best 
English authorities,” yet "tyre” per- 
sists. 

In some of the Spanish-speaking 
countries, such as Chile and the Ar- 
gentine, tires are known as "neunmtl- 
cos." In Mexico they are “Manias.” 
In other plnces where Spanish Is the 
language, notably Cuba, the correct 
word Is "gonins.” In Brazil, where 
Portuguese Is spoken, the name Is 
"pneumnticos.” 

The French have the short name 
"pneus” for tires." This Is a contrac- 
tion of pneunmtlques. In practically 
all tho Scandinavian countries the 
Danish word "gunimriglnger” — rubber 
ring — is used.

Sandwiches are just as popular with 
war breads as they were when wheat 

was plentiful. 

A few crumbs of 
roquefort added to 
French dressing 
with a piece of let- 
tuce or n sprig of 
water cress laid 
between buttered 
slices of bread is a 
delicious morsel. 

Cottage cheese with chopped chives, 
or slices of rich Now York cheese on 
buttered bread Will make a hearty 
sandwich for the boy who goes fish- 
ing. 

Minced hard cooked eggs und sar- 
dines (skin and bones removed), sea- 
soned with lemon Juice. 

Tongue cut In thin slices with a thin 
sliced dill pickle on top, between but- 
tered bread. Chopped tongue with a 
mixture of mustard, salt and pepper. 

Chopped dates and nuts with a little 
cream cheese. 

Equal parts of cold cooked ham and 
chicken, minced fine and seasoned with 
curry. 

Chopped mutton (cold roast or boil- 
ed), seasoned with chopped capers and 
French dressing. 

Chopped figs and peanuts with lem- 
on juice; prunes and cottage or cream 
cheese. 

Salmon, pickles and olives. Baked- 
beans mashed and seasoned with onion 
and celery with a dash of lemon juice. 

Minced hnrd cooked eggs, butter, 
mustard and a dash of suit and cay- 
enne. 

Thin slices of cucumber, covered 
with scraped onion, dipped in French 
dressing. 

Sardines with olives and French 
dressing. Water cress dipped in 
French dressing. 

Cooked liver chopped and seasoned 
with onion and celery. 

Thin slices of banana sprinkled with 
nuts and dipped in French dressing. 

Chicken chopped with a few nlmonds 
and bits of celery. Almonds (salted) 
chopped and mixed with maple sugar 
and cream. 

Equal parts of minced ham, celery 
and mayonnaise dressing. 

Chopped onions with French dress- 
ing — fine sandwiches for Sunday night 
lunch, after church.

DISHES DAINTY AND APPETIZING. 

Hot fried sardines served on a bed 
of water cress make a nice way of 
serving these small tid- 
bits. 

Celery and puts chop- 
ped fine and mixed with 
a little salad dressing 
make a good sandwich 
fi'lling. 

Chopped npples, a few 
nuts and a chopped

Cheese and Tomatoes. — Cut round 
slices of bread, toast brown nml on 
each round place a slice of tomato, 
sprinkle with n little minced onion and 
green pepper, a dash of cayenne and a 
thick layer of grated cheese. Put Into 
the broiler and set under the gas flame 
until the cheese melts. Serve piping 
hot. 

Peanut Butter With Rice. — Take two 
cupfuls of well cooked rice; while hot, 
stir In a cupful of peanut butter, a cup- 
ful of cracker crumbs, a half cupful 
of milk, two beaten eggs and salt and 
paprika to taste. Shape In a rounding 
loaf and place In a well buttered pan; 
bake a nice brown and serve hot with 
parsley. 

Walnut Loaf. — Take a cupful of 
chopped walnut meats, four cupfuls of 
bread crumbs, one hard cooked egg 
chopped, one beaten egg, one chopped 
onion, salt and sage to taste with suffi- 
cient milk, stock or water to moisten. 
Bake until brown. Serve either hot 
or cold. 

Cheese Fingers. — Beat the whites of 
two eggs until stllT, then fold In lightly 
a cupful of grated cheese. Season to 
taste with salt and cayenne, spread on 
long crackers and brown In the oven. 
Serve hot or cold with the salmi course. 

Baked Tomatoes With Peas. — Take 
small sized tomatoes; do not peel; re- 
mqye some of the center and fill with 
seasoned peas. Put Into a baking dish 
and baste while baking with butter 
and water or a rich soup stock. Keep 
covered the first part of the cook lug.

Tlio entrance of women into poli- 
tics Is opening up numerous questions 
and points of view, which should be 
approached thoughtfully. Especially 
is this truo In the position, which the 
women’s clubs are to take respecting 
political questions and political candi- 
dates. How far they are going In the 
future towards taking sides in politi- 
cal contests. It. is Impossible to fore- 
cast. Certain it Is. that most of their 
constitutions sav the organizations 
shall he non-partisan, that is, in the 
sense of not being the organ of any 
one political party. But does “non- 
partisan” restrict a club from taking 
sides on any question which Is for the 
welfare of the community In which It 
exists or for that of the country at 
largo? Surely, if that is the case, how 
lmve the clubs been willing to en- 
dorse legislative matters, as they have 
been doing for years? Taking sides 
in the selections of the persons to rep- 
resent and carry out the will of their 
constituents Is but the next step. It 
is safe to say that the clubs, many of 
them, will b"e slow to take that next 
step. But is there any reason why 
they should not? 

Another question involving women 
who are doing things in public is like- 
ly to come up. Can a woman holding 
a public position do things In her pri- 
vate capacity, for example, endorse 
the candidacy of some particular 'per- 
son. or will she in so doing be consid- 
ered os doing it in her official capacity 
and thereby involve the organization 
of which she is the chief executive? 
Women who have already accustomed 
themselves to take the broad view and 
to look upon matters from' the same 
general standpoint of men will doubt- 
less see no reason why they cannot act 
in their individual capacity. Whether 
or no a woninn Is to do this sort of 
thing is a matter for her to settle for 
herself. Women have much to learn 
in this new relationship and foremost 
of all they must look at things In the 
large and he kindly in their criticism 
and rfow in their judgment.

The business meeting which pre- 
ceded this program was far from 

"dry." Many anounceraents were 

made of interesting events to come, 

particularly the alluring invitation ex- 
tended by Miss Rotter to a Christmas 
pageant at I wise 11 on the evening of 
December 17. The first returns from 
royalties on the Auhurtrdale Woman’s 
Club house dress pattern, published 
and sold by the Woman’s Home Com 
panion, were announced. A check for 
$6»;o to be devoted to the Club House 
tund, has been generously turned 
ever to the club by Mrs. O’Brien, de- 
signer of tho pattern. Over 33,000 
patterns were sold in two months, and 
the magazine finds Itself unable ade- 
quately to meet the domand. Mrs. 
O’Brien was called before the club 
end given a rising expression of ap- 
preciation. Tho business of the af- 
ternoon was resumed for a few min- 
utes at the close of tho entertainment, 
when Dr. J. A. Furbish, president of 
the Auburndale Club, gave a brief 
resume of tho men's campaign for i 
Club House. Ho extended to tho Au 
burndale Woman’s Club a cordial in 
vitation to make use of the House 
which has been acquired, and to co- 
operate with tho Auburndale Club in 
realizing our dream of a vital com 
niunity center. Tho president, Mrs. 
Dawson, assured Dr. Furbish of tho 
sympathy and support of tho Auburn 
dale Woman’s Club. The meeting 
broke up in a spirit of rejoicing, 
which found friendly expression in 
the tea room. 


In order to offset a number of de- 
mands that have come to the library 
for the volumes included in the set of 
Harvard Classics which was published 
over ten years ago in fifty volumes, 
the library has recently purchased a 
set of the original edition. In describ- 
ing this set ( Y.9E42) it would seem 
that no better could ho done than to 
quote some passages from Dr. Eliot's 
introduction as it appears in volume 
50. He says, “My purpose in selecting 
The Harvard) Classics was to provide 
the literary materials from which a 
careful and persistent reader might 
gain a fair view of the progress of man 
observing, recording, inventing, and 
imagining from the earliest historical 
timeB to the close of the nineteenth 
century. Within the limits of fifty 
volumes, containing about 22,000 
pages, I was to provide the means of 
obtaining such knowledge of ancient 
and modern literature as seems es- 
sential to the twentieth century idea 
of a cultivated man. The best acqui- 
sition of a cultivated man is a liberal 
frame of mind or way of thinking; but 
there must be added to that posses- 
sion acquaintance with the prodigious 
store of recorded discoveries, experi- 
ences, and reflections which human- 
ity in its intermittent and' irregular 
progress from barbarism to civiliza- 
tion has acquired and laid up. From 
that store I proposed to make such a 
selection as any intellectually ambi- 
tious American family might use td 
advantage, even if their early oppor- 
tunities of education has been scanty. 
The purpose of The Harvard Classics 
is, therefore, one very different from 
that of the many collections in which 
the editor's aim has been to select 
the hundred or the fifty best books in 
the world; it is nothing less than the 
purpose, to present so ample and char- 
acteristic a record of the stream of the 
world’s thought that the observant 
reader’s mind shall be enriched, re- 
fined, and fertilized/ by it. 

With such objects in view it was es- 
sential that the whole series should 
be in the English language; and this 
limitation to English necessitated the 
free use of translations, in spite of the 
fact that it is impossible to reproduce 
perfectly in a translation the style 
and flavor of the original. The reader 
of this collection must not imagine 
that he can find in an English transla- 
tion of Homer, Dante, Cervantes, of 
Goethe, all the beauty and charm of 
the original. Nevertheless, transla-j 
tions chn yield much genuine cultiva- 
tion to the student who attends to the 
substance of the author's thought, al- 
though he knows all the time that he 
is missing some of the elegance and 
beauty of the original form. Since it 
is impossible to give in translation 
the rhythm and sweetness of poetry- 
and particularly of lyric poetry — far 
the larger part of the poetry in The 
Harvard Classics will be found to be 
poetry which was written in English. 

The jfrincipal subjects embraced in 
the series are history, biography, phil 
osophy, religion, voyages and travels, 
natural science, government and/ poli- 
tics, education, criticism, the drama 
epic and lyric poetry, and prose, fic- 
tion — in short, all the main subdivi- 
sions of literature. The principal lit- 
eratures represented in the collection 
are those of Greece, Rome. France, 
Italy, Spain, England, Scotland, Ger- 
many, and the United States; but im- 
portant contributions have been drawn 
also from Chinese, Hindu, Hebrew. 
Arabian, Scandinavian, and Irish 
source^ Since the series is intended 
primarily for American readers, it 
contains a somewhat disproportionate 
amount of, English and American liter- 
ature, and of documents and discus- 
sions relating to American history and 
to the development of American social 
and political ideas.”

SUNDAY SPORTS 

To Men and Women Voters in the 

City of Newton: 

The question of legalized Sunday 
Sports will be presented for your di- 
rect vote for the first time at tho City 
Election on Tuesday, December 14th. 

Several thousand men and women 
are earnestly trying to decide the 
right way to vote. The vital Import- 
ance of the spiritual life of all, and 
of tho religious training of the young 
people and children Is recognized by 
all of us. This question vitally af- 
fects that spiritual life and that 
training. The chief question at issue 
Is whether we are likely to gain any- 
thing of value In comparison with 
that which we would lose. 

To form a fair opinion on this 
point requires a knowledge of what 
is now being done on the Sabbath 
Day. It is with no feeling of unusual 
consistency in Sabbath observance, 
to which I lay no claim, but because 
I happen tq hold the office. at this 
time which 'compels me to know the 
work of the 34 Protestant Sunday 
Schools that I venture this statement 
for such help as It may he to any one 
in deciding: and which is incomplete 
because it refers only to those of the 
one Faith concerning 'whose work I 
have personal knowledge. 

The great extent of constructive 
character building done is little re- 
alized, perhaps because real con- 
structive work is often inconspicuous, 
and usually shuns shouting about it- 
self. But here are the facts. There 
are enrolled in these 34 Sunday 
Schools of our city approximately 
5500 scholars, of whom approximate- 
ly 4000 are under 21 years of age. 
Attendance is voluntary, hut even so, 
the average ratio of those present to 
those enrolled is not far below that 
during the same months of the year 
among the same ages in our com- 
pulsory public schools. 

The work of instruction and direc- 
tion is done by about 600 additional 
people. These 600 work as volun- 
teers, without remuneration, and in 
many cases without frequent expres- 
sion of appreciation from the homes 
for this faithful work, and are actu- 
ated by the love of the members of 
their classes, whose ideals and char- 
acter they are helping to develop. 

There is nothing else in our city 
that compares either in extent or in 
unselfish sacrifice of time and energy, 
to this volunteer work, week after 
week, of these 600 devoted to the re- 
ligious training of the thousands of 
young people and children of New- 
ton. Such work is not always easy, 
or the results apparent at once. 

The quality of this instruction in 
our own city is very high — probably 
on an average equal in quality to 
the average Instruction in our own 
high g.ade Public Schools, for there 
are among our Sunday School teach- 
ers a very large per cent of men and 
women trained in college and Nor- 
mal Schools, as well as many others 
who have spent their time to learn 
the special needs of Christian Teach- 
ing. 

A statement of the above conditions 
is sufficient to show that there are 
very great affairs at stake in consid- 
ering the question of changing en- 
tirely the character of the activities 
of the one day in the week upon 
which this fundamental and all im- 
portant training of these thousands 
is done. It needs no argument for 
the citizens of Newton to know that 
legalized Sunday Sports would have 
a great influence in changing the 
character of these thousands: That 
there would be a loss of reverence 
for holy things: that their ideals 
woujd he lowered; that the develop- 
ment of a sound moral and religious 
character would he imperiled. It is 
not necessary to quote instances or 
pile up illustrations of the difference 
in the character of people who have 
used the Sabbath for Sports. 

No one would minimize the neces- 
sity to seek out and try to save those 
whom the Sunday Sports idea is sup- 
posed to benefit chiefly that Is the 
boy on the street corner, or in the 
alley. .But the great danger lies in 
that he is conspicuous; while the 
thousands who arc now using the 
Sabbath, as shown above, are incon- 
spicuous, and right here we are in 
danger of being swept away from the 
greatest good to the greatest number, 
and from the fact that the Great 
Master sought the ONE, but in seek- 
ing this one, He did not endanger the 
safety of ninety-nine. 

There are few, if any, men or wo- 
men in Newton, regardless of their 
personal habits of attending worship, 
of active church work, or of financial 
support, who do not feel a heart al- 
legiance to some church which stands 
for spiritual aspirations, noble char- 
acter and sacred associations nour- 
ished by the Subbath. There are 
none, who would vote to allow them- 
selves a liberty, if they knew thereby 
they were doing anything that would 
lower the ideuls of our children. 

I have tried to give a little idea of 
the great extent 4)f the real helpful 
character building use or the Sab- 
bath at present; of tho thousands 
now present, and of the other hun- 
dreds uml thousands coming on in 
successive waves year after year, 
whose ideals and characters will be 
shaped in our city that you may have 
these facts in your possession in 
making your decisions as to how you 
will vote upon the question of legal 
ized Sunday Sports. 

It was due you to have these facts 
laid before you.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The special session of the Legisla- 
ture to take action on the recent con- 
solidation of the law’s of the Common- 
wealth began on Tuesday and will 
probably sit two or three w’eeks. 

The members of the General Court 
have been given printed and bound 
copies of the report of the Commis- 
sion. which has been at work on the 
matter for the past few years, togeth- 
er with the report of the Recess com- 
mittee. which sat the past summer 
and fall. The report is in two large 
volumes, each being about 9 by 12 
inches in size and three iuches thick, 
the two books weighing about 15 
pounds. It is a wonderful piece of 
printing, covers over 300 chapters^ of 
varying length, and fills nearly 2500 
pages. Merely to glance at these 
books will convert the most skeptical 
to the belief that the Recess commit- 
tee ot 61 members was none too large 
to give the book the careful attention 
which it should have from members 
ot the Legislature. Surely the other 
members of the General Court, can- 
not be expected to scan every word 
and to know’ just how each statute 
will work out in the two or three 
weeks’ session now being held. 

There was but one serious criticism 
this week in the House over the re- 
port and that came on the chapter 
relative to intoxicating liquors. The 
committee report included in the con- 
solidation the 2.75 law just accepted 
at the state election. An unsuccessful 
effort was made to recommit the 
hapter with instructions to make it 
conform to the Federal law the vote 
being Si in favor and 105 against. All 
three Newton Representatives voted iu 
favor of recommitment.

EQUIPPED TO RULE OCEAN 


Monster That Lived 100,000 Years 
Ago Must Have Been a Terror 
to Other Fishes. 

In the National museum at Wash- 
ington Is exhibited the skeleton of a 
zeuglodon — a monster which In life 
was seventy fee? long and which must 
have been ruler of the sens during n 
bygone epoch. There is good reason 
to believe that this alarming creature 
dntes back fewer tlinn 100,000 years, 
says a bulletin. 

With an enormously long tnll and 
powerful swimming paddles, the zeu- 
glodon must have been able to swim 
at the speed of'nn express train, and 
its great alllgatorllke head was armed 
with huge carnivorous teeth. 

It was manifestly a ferocious nnd 
predatory brute nnd presumably fed 
on fishes nnd porpoise. The bend was 
four feet long nnd In the front part 
of each Jaw were eight teeth for seiz- 
ing nnd tearing, which were supple- 
mented by a series of saw' edged cut- 
ting teeth at the hack. 

Tlie zeuglodons were mammals, re- 
lated to modem whales. They must 
In their time have been very numerous, 
judging from the quantities of their 
hones dug up In Mississippi and Ala- 
bama, where In places there are so 
many ns to Interfere with plowing. 
Farm walls are built of them. 

Apparently the creatures, which 
are denizens of w’arm seas, died nnd 
were washed up into shnllow T waters 
that afterward became dry land. 
Drifting sands covered their bones, 
preserving the latter to some extent. 
Their teeth (loose in the jaw's like 
those of alligators) are found scat- 
tered about in the neighborhood of the 
bones.

Ventilation. 

Through persistent education the 
why nnd wherefore of this great health 
necessity has been explained ; still to 
the many, air is air, and that is all 
there Is to It. 

Ventilation does not simply mean 
“open wide the windows,” but It 
should he done scientifically, especially 
in n sick room. To properly ventilate, 
the air must he kept In motion. The 
entrance opening for fresh air should 
be Inrger than the one for exit. If 
these openings are directly opposite, 
the motion will take place without 
doing the room any good. If there 
are two windows in the room, one 
should ho opened from the top and 
the other from the bottom. For the 
general daytime room the temperature 
should be 68 degrees nnd at night 0f>. 
A bathroom should bo kept at 70. For 
the sick room of pneumonia patients 
nnd several other diseases, of course, 
the temperature shoulft be kept as low 
ns possible without having the patient 
In a draught. 


Worse Than Modern Drill. 

In ancient China a man suffering 
from toothache proceeded in tills wise: 
He repaired to the Chinese doctor, who 
w’as armed with a lot of sharp 
needles of various slzesi nnd lengths, 
and ids method of treatment was 
and still Is known ns acupuncture. 
This operation consisted of the Inser- 
tion of these needles Into various parts 
of the body, the choice points of se- 
lection being 20 for toothache and six 
others for inflammation of the gums. 
The depth to which the needles were 
inserted Is said to have been an Im- 
portant point !n the operation. This 
puncturing was associated with cau- 
terization.

UNIQUE CONCERT 


Newton Choral Society Delights Large Audience 
at Central Church, Newtonvitle 


The poArer of music has long been 
recognized by the church, but its pow- 
er as a force in the community has 

^only recently begun to be realized in 
this country. Such a power for good 

* is the Newton Choral Society orga- 
nized last Spring under the leadership 
of Mr. William Lester Bates, and com- 
prising at the present time about 160 

, members. 

This society gave a concert on Wed- 
nesday evening in Central Church 
which was unique both as to the va- 
riety of the program and as to the 
quality of the singing. 

* The first number, a well-known 
classic of Bach was rendered with 
power and dignity. This was followed 
by^a Madrigal of the 16th century. In 
Queen Elizabeth’s time such Madri- 

* gals were sung without accompani- 


ment by every cultured man or wo- 
man. 

For the third number, Mr. F. Paul 
Welsh sang “The Shamrock,” a melo- 
dious Irish melody with the chorus 
humming the accompaniment. This 
received an encore. 

Miss Nichols, an exceptionally ac- 
complished violinist, then followed 
with four selections which were en- 
thusiastically received. The selec- 
tions were of great variety and 
brought out her remarkable execu- 
tion and power of expression. 

As an example of negro melody the 
chorus sang “Deep River,” and “Listen 
to the Lambs.” The former touched a 
religious note. The latter contained 
two distinct themes — the first, "Listen 
to the Lambs,” a wierd minor refrain

The city election on Tuesday attract- 
edybut little attention except In Au- 
hurndale and Newton Lower Falls, 
where there was an active contest for 
the office of ward alderman between 
four candidates, one of whom ran oh 
stickers. 

Candidates for aldermen at large 
from six wards, for school committee 
In four wards, amP for ward aldermen 
in six wards were elected without op- 
position. There was but one contest 
for alderman at large, two candidates 
running from ward 4. 

In addition to these candidates there 
were four questions on the ballot, one 
on the liquor question, one on licensing 
non-intoxicating beverages, one on 
Sunday sports and one on boxing. 

The preferential form of ballot was 
used In the election of wardgalderman 
froifi ward 4. allowing the voters to 
express a first and second choice for 
this office. The sticker candidacy of 
William Noone complicated the situa- 
tion a little bit, as there ought to have 
been an opportunity to have a third 
choice if more than three candidates 
were running. A few voters made a 
third choice hut did not affect the final 
result. This form of voting requires a 
majority vote of first choices, and fail- 
ing this, awards the election to the 
candidate receiving the plurality on 
first and second choices combined. Mr. 
Herbert B. Morse received the most 
first choice votes but not a majority, 
and Mr. Harry B. Ross whose total 


first and second choice votes exceeds 
that of any other candidate was elect- 
ed. 

Ex-alderman heorge M. Heathcote 
of Newton Lower Falls was easily 
elected alderman at large from ward 
4, receiving 2258 votes to 1430 for Mr. 
Jesse W. Weinberg. Mr! Heathcote car- 
ried all but two precincts in the city. 

Newton voters returned once more to 
the safe and sane side of the license 
question, and repudiated Its rashness 
of last year, by casting a large major- 
ity against license. The vote In oppo- 
sition to granting licenses for the sale 
of non-Intoxlcatlng beverages (re- 
quired by the 2.75 law) was almost 
as emphatic, the license question being 
Yes 980, No. 3140, and the beverage 
question Yes 1415, No 2484. 

The Sunday sports act was accepted 
by a substantial margin the vote being 
Yes 2518 and No 1587. 

The voters rejected the boxing law 
by a large majority the vote being Yes 
1275 and No 2687. 

There were 4477 votes cast of which 
1168 were cast in the two precincts of 
ward 4, the total vote being about 25 
per cent of the registration. 

On account of the failure of three 
precincts to report the number of wo- 
men who voted It is impossible to give 
the exact figures, but It Is estimated 
that from 35 to 40 per cent of the 
total vote was cast by women.

The people have ratified the action 
taken, last spring by the city govern- 
ment on the matter of supervised Sun- 
day sports, and if the future holds 
nothing worse than what has hap- 
pened during the past summer, there 
will be nothing to fear even by the 
most conservative element of the city. 

We are glad to note that the people 
disapprove of licensing the sale of 
"‘non-intoxicating beverages” and are 
against licensing boxing exhibition in 
this city. We have existed many 
years without either and there was no 
occasion to make a change.

The citizens of Newton are to be 
congratulated that the city is once 
more In the No license column and it 
is a great pity, indeed, that the splen- 
did No license record of the city for 
many years was spoiled by the incon- 
siderate action of the voters last year. 

We have been compelled on account 
of paper conditions to print the 
Graphic for a few weeks on a differ- 
ent and cheaper quality of paper than 
usual. Our 1920 supply of paper has 
been exhausted and our 1921 supply 
will not be received until January. 

We call attention once more to the 
increase in the subscription price of 
the Graphic beginning January 1st 
next. Until that date we will accept 
renewals of subscriptions at the pres- 
ent rate of $2.50 per year.

The matter of better lighting in our 
school buildings is one in which every 
parent is Interested, and the present 
plan of making appropriations for in- 
dividual schools, instead of tackling 
the condition ns a whole, places a pre- 
mium on those school districts where 
the parents can bring the most pres- 
sure to bear on the city authorities. 


CITY WATER 


There hns been a rather general 
complaint, throughout the city the past 
week on account of the dirty condi- 
tion of the city water This has been 
caused, in the opinion of Water Com- 
missioner Whitney to the work just 
done by the department on two parts 
of the water system. 

The city hns just authorized an 
auxiliary pumping station near Ward 
street, and in connecting the new sta- 
tion^wlth the water main, it was nec- 
essary to cut out the large main which 
supplied Newton Corner with water. 
That part of Newton was then sup- 
plied from another direction, and 
when the water was again turned on 
In the usual direction, the reversed 
current stirred up all the sediment 
which always lays in the mains and 
dirty water was the Inevitable result. 
The above work was done on Sunday. 
On Wednesday the contractor for 
cleaning out the pipe between the 
conduit and the pumping station at 
Upper Falls began work, and the 
pumping engine was shut down. Un- 
der these conditions the city was sup- 
plied from water from the reservoir 
instead of direct pumping into the 
main. Unfortunately the contractor's 
machinery broke down and it was nec- 
essary to start the pumping machinery 
In order to maintain the supply. Here 
again a reversed current was cre- 
ated. which stirred up the sediment 
in a large part of the city. Condi- 
tions are now becoming normal and 
there should be less and less dis- 
turbance each day.

"There is no desire t* incur the en- 
mity of his family, friends and patients 
at home, who long for his return — 
but where a need is so great it may, 
perhaps, bo pardoned if the hope is 
expressed that the chains that bind 
him to the Philippines may not be 
lcosed for a long time to come.” 


TURKEY HELPED BY GERMANS 


Jute Bags, Designed to Block Sue* 
Canal, Are Now Being Put to 
Peaceful Use. 

It Is nlwnys n pleasure to acknowl- 
edge n debt of gratitude to one’s foes. 
The German occupation has left many 
n nightmare In this poor land; hilt 
some benefits ns well. One of these 
hns recently come to light. Hundreds 
of poor are peddling on the streets of 
Constantinople Jute bags, with handles, 
which are very convenient for carrying 
home rice or onions or bread or pntli- 
Jan (egg-plant) or any other purchnse. 
For six or seven cents, one can have a 
good strong bng. 

The story of these Is Interesting. 
During the eftrly days of the war, when 
the cnmpnlgn against Egypt was un- 
dertaken. the plan war conceived of 
driving the British hack to the Suez 
canal, filling up the cnnnl with the 
snnds of the desert, and walking over 
Into the new Promised Land, and thus 
"delivering” Egypt from the yoke of 
tyranny. To facilitate this project, 
the Germans sent Into this country 
millions of Jute bngs, which Nvere to 
be filled with sand nnd piled iVito the 
canal In a hurry when the conquering 
Invaders reached Its banks. 

When the American committee for 
relief In the near East sent out Its 
shiploads of supplies for the starving 
of this country, and no warehouses 
could be had for love or money nt Con- 
stantinople, the fine large German 
warehouses nt Derlndje, on the gulf of 
Nlcomedln, were requlstloned for this 
huinnnltarlai) purpose, and grnntod to 
the relief committee. In these were 
found about one million of these Ger- 
man bngs. For a long time they were 
left alone; hut recently some enter- 
prising firm hns got hold of them, cut 
each one In two so ns to make it of 
convenient size, stitched up the ends, 
put hn/idles on — nnd the population of 
Constantinople thanks the Germans 
for their unintentional gift! And the 
Suez canal Is still open for traffic. — 
From the Orient, Constantinople.

WAGE WAR ON ALFALFA PESTS 


Parasites Will Be Imported to Fight 
Destructive Work ofJWeevil 
In Many States. 

Within the Inst dozen yenrs a de- 
structive Insect called the alfalfa wee- 
vil hns appeared numerously in north- 
ern Utah and parts of Idaho, Wyoming 
and Colorndo. It Is a small beetle, nnd 
does n lot of damage to one of the 
most Important forage crops. 

The United States bureau of ento- 
mology hns been onlled upon to fight 
this heetfe, nnd In addition to devising 
means for destroying It has gone so 
far ns to Import from Europe (whence 
the Insect camel fiy parasites that 
prey upon It over there. The parasites 
are hatched nnd bred In little wire 
cages covered with cheesecloth, which 
are scattered thickly over the alfalfa 
fields. • 

What Is most desired Is to prevent 
the spread of the beetle Into other re- 
gions. By ndopting the control meas- 
ures already worked out the fnrmer 
can prevent injury to his alfalfa nt a 
cost of only SI an' acre per annum — 
a cheap rate. 


New Sign Posts. 

One of the things most admired In 
France by the doughboy Intrusted with 
the delivery of Important messnges, or 
truck loads of ammunition, was the 
sign posts telling him precisely how 
far he was from his destination. But 
they were antiquated In some In- 
stances. and so small that they could 
not he read at a distance. Just be- 
fore the outbreak of the war France 
was planning to have them repluced 
by larger ones arranged on a more 
scientific basis. Then came the war. 
It now costs 135 francs to set up one 
sign post, and Frunce needs 35,000 of 
them. 

The French government, being un- 
willing to finance the scheme at the 
present high cost of Iron, concrete nnd 
paint. Andre Mlchelin. president of 
the Aero club of France, has under- 
taken to supply the republic with the 
necessary guides.

The old placid, complacent world of 
the nineteenth century is suffering a 
change. The world has been deepened 
and widened. Thore has been a de- 
cline of the belief in the sufficiency of 
the reason, and we have gained a sense 
that the non-reasonable part of life 
plays a more important part than we 
had supposed, until many have been 
led to make a cult of the non-reason 
able. The war gave us a triumphant 
revelation of the inner character of 
our young people. We found that 
courage, love and fun make up tliei 
religion. Since the wur we have been 
suffering a vast sense of disillusion 
ment. Something has been happening 
to the accepted synthese* The world 
is in ruins today, no parallel to which 
lias been seen since the break up of 
the Roman Empire, and that was 
very sniull tiling in comparison. The 
hole system of representative gov 
eminent is being entirely changed. 

it is evident today that we are not 
getting the government that the peo 
ole want. By way of illustration, th' 
speaker cited t Ijr • fact that practically 
all the press or’England were openly 
opposed to allowing the Lord Muyor 
of Cork to sturve himself to deuth, 
yet the government elected by the peo 
ale permitted it. 


In discussing the conditions of la- 

bor and capital., he feels that the vast 
majority of tho people are cured of 
any wish for revolution. 

The address was listened to with 
close attention by the large audience 
and all felt thf compelling power of 
the speaker’s oratory. 

At the business meeting the Civics 
and Social Service committee, through 
its chnirman, explained the various 
referenda to come before the cit£ elec- 
tion and summed up the arguments 
which have been made on the differ- 
ent sides. The club chorus sang and 
led in the singing of "America” at the 
close. Announcement was made of 
the classes which ore to begin in Janu- 
ary and February. Miss Margaret Au- 
bin will conduct n business class of 
five talks on Thursday morning; Mrs. 
Cyrus Dnllin an Art class on Wednes- 
day afternoons. Mrs. Electa M. Sher 
man will lead a class in Parliamentary 
Law on Monday afternoons beginning 
in February.

DEATH OF HISS AIKEN 


‘Modern School Experiments” 
proved a very fruitful and interesting 
i abject as presented by Mrs. J. Wil- 
liam Blaisdell and Mrs. Robert G. 
Howard at the meeting of the Newton 
Social Science Club on Wednesday 
morning. 

Mrs. Blaisdell described the work in 
the Oliver school, known as the Law- 
rence plan, with its socialized recita- 
tion* Also the "Opportunity School" 
in Denver, where it is opened from 
8.30 in the morning to 8.30 in the even- 
ing and all ages come and go, receiv 
ing the particular training each most 
needs. The enrolment in this school 
has reached 2300. The speaker also 
outlined the rise and growth of what 
are known as Open Air schools, ori- 
ginating in Charlottenburg, Germany, 
adopted later in England; in 1908 by 
Providence, It. I., the next year by 
Boston and the most recent and ef- 
fective ones in Portland, Oregon. Sev- 
eral grades in the Peirce School at 
West Newton have been adopted by 
this city. The underlying thouught of 
these schools is that health is a means 
to scholarship. 

Mrs. Howard discussed the Gary 
system of Alucation and some of its 
adaptations to the schools of New 
Yory city and a few other cities. The 
dominant features are, the two-pla- 
toon system, a program divided into 
work, study, play, the theory of 
"learning by doing,” and departmental 
work, that is. the children reciting to 
different teachers in different subjects 
instead of being under the guidaneb 
of one teacher for all subjects in the 
same grade. Then there is the pro 
motion by subject, which enables i 
division of the' scholars into the rapid, 
normal and slow groups. The school 
day is eight and one-fourth hours but 
there is no home work. The whole 
tendency of this form of education is 
to break down the barrier, between the 
utilitarian an i the cultural. 

Educational authorities are study- 
ing this plan very carefully and find 
much to commend in it. Teachers 
trained in the old methods make ob- 
jection to the longer hours, others 
consider that the departmental work 
begins too young. Some teachers feel 
that one does not get to know her pu- 
pils as well, others, on the contrary, 
feel that with a connection through 
several years one is able to know 
them better. Notwithstanding the 
school riots in New York, over the in- 
troduction of this system, many fea- 
tures have since been reinstated and 
are now in operation. 


The Burr School has met with 
groat loss this week in the death of 
Miss Susan C. Aiken. 

Miss Aiken has served the city of 
Newton ns one of its head Kindergart- 
ners for more than twenty-five years, 
and has been at the head of the Kin- 
dergarten work in the Burr School 
ever since its erection. 

No teacher could be more loved and 
respected than Miss Aiken. She was 
enthusiastic in her chosen profession, 
And loved all childhood. She deeply 
realized that patient, loving direction 
in the lives and thoughts of little 
children, would bear fruit in later 
years, and this thought ran through 
all her years of service. 

Miss Aiken did much in moulding 
public opinion, in the early days of 
tiie Kindergarten in this city, when 
its value was being weighed, and the 
younger teachers owe much to her, 
and her contemporaries for the firm 
foundation, which she laid. 

Nothing could be greater prodt of 
the real love Miss Aiken inspired, 
than the fact that not a day has gone 
by since her illness prevented her 
from being at her post, that several 
of the older boys and girls of the dis- 
trict have not called at the kindergar- 
ten room to ask for the latest word, 
or to give some message of real affec- 
tion from some mother. 

Miss Aiken truly followed Froebel’s 
call to "come and live with and for 
the children," and her memory and 
influence will be fragant in the lives 
of hundreds of children and young 
people for years to come. 

In honor of her memory, the flag at 
the Burr School was at half-mast on 
Friday, and in every room of the 
Burr and Williams Schools on that 
day something was said of her life 
and influence. 

Services were held on Monday at 
Mrs. Libby’s sanitarium, Centre street, 
Newton, on Monday, the Rev. Laurens 
MacLure officiating, and the burial 
was at Amherst, N. H.

More than a hundred Baptist cler- 
gymen, graduates of Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution, met at the City Club 
Monday noon for the annual alumni 
dinner and reunion. Rev. C. H. Spald- 
ing of the Class of 1868 was the oldest 
graduate present.

George B. Ilsley, Professor George H. 
Whittemore of Cambridge, and Rev. D. 
Donovan, whose son. Professor W. N. 
Donovan is also a graduate of the in- 
stitution and secretary of the alumni 
association. 

The meeting was opened with prayer 
by Rev. H. C. Archibald. Addresses 
were made by President George E.

INSANE CHRISTMAS 
SUGGESTION 


The insane suggestion of a lighted 
window’ candle for Christmas Eve, 
with Its inevitable tragic conse- 
quences, has again made its appear- 
ance, it was stated today by the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters. 

John H. Stedman, of Rochester, New 
York, has originated what he calls a 
“Christ-Candle” movement and has 
sent out a pamphlet urging that it be 
adopted in all the homes of the coun- 
try. This highly dangerous bit of sen- 
timentality is based upon the “old tra- 
dition” that "a lighted candle set in 
the window on Christmas Eve will 
guide the Babe of Bethlehem to your 
home that he may bring you happi 
ness.” 

Fire prevention forces are spending 
much time and energy in the effort to 
educate the public in common sense 
carefulness. It is therefore discon- 
certing when a magazine of great in- 
fluence gives currency to a suggestion 
which violates the most fundamental 
dictates of common sense. The reality 
of the danger involved appears in the 
fact that figures just compiled by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
show that there was approximately 
$17,500,000 worth of damage done by 
fires caused by open lights in the 
years 1915 to 1919, inclusive, not to 
mentiorf the loss of life incurred.

DEATH OF MISS AIKEN 


Miss Susan C. Aiken whose death 
was announced Inst Friday, was the 
head teueher of the Kindergarten In 
the C. 0. Burr School. 

She had resided in Auburndale 
since about 1885 when she came here 
and established a private kindergarten 
in the former building on the corner 
of Hancock street and Woodland road. 
She hod previously taken a course at 
Wheaton Seminary and prepared for 
her special work at Miss Whcelock’s 
School. Fortunate were the little chil- 
dren who came into her care. 

She made many warm friends, and 
when Supt. Aldrich decided to have a 
public kindergarten in the Williams 
School the position of principal was 
offered to her. and she accepted, tak- 
ing her little class along with her. 

Modest and retiring in her nature 
she went earnestly about her work, 
and only the teachers who followed 
her in later work for the children 
knew the full value of her training. 

Children came in crowds to her 
school so that it was$necessary to es- 
tablish another kindergarten on the 
North side and the old Ash street 
building was fitted up according to 
her design. She was the daughter of 
missionaries, and when she had her 
choice ns to which school she would 
take she preferred the Ash street 
school, thinking perhaps she might 
do more good there. 

She took a personal Interest in each 
child and enjoyed meeting them, visit- 
ing them in their homes, and follow- 
ing them later in life. 

She was always studying and taking 
courses in connection with her work 
and had trained many workers In her 
field. Miss Edith Ratsey, Miss Lou 
Johnson, Miss May Chapin, and the 
present capable assistant, Miss Ruth 
Woodberry were among her associ- 
ates. 

She was a member of the Wheaton 
Club, of the Auburndale Woman’s 
Club, and of a number of kindergarten 
associations. She was a devout church 
woman, attending the Church of the 
Messiah at Auburndale and the church 
of the Advent when in Boston. Al- 
most all of her vacations were given 
to her aged mother who lived at Am- 
herst, N. H., and who depended upon 
her largely for her care and keep. Al- 
though this prevented her taking the 
recreation which is so necessary in 
teaching work she made no complaint, 
but carried her cares cheerfully. She 
is a great loss to the schools and to 
her many friends, and her example is 
one which may well be followed. A 
useful life — well lived, well spent — 
now comes her reward, the “Rest that 
remaineth.”

The building will also 
contain at least two and possibly three 
modern halls of varying sizes. The 
building will be strictly fire proof .and 
Is estimated to cost about $1,000,000. 
It is expected that ground will be 
broken in the early spring and that 
the building will he ready for occu- 
pancy in about a year. 

This improvement will add greatly 
to that part of NeVvton and will relieve 
the crowded business conditions at 
Newton Corner.

TAXPAYERS' ASSOCIATION 


The Newton Taxpayers’ Association 
hns been formed for the purposo of 
protecting owners of real estate In 
this City from further Unnecessary 
tax burdens. With a three per cent 
inx on property paying six per cent 
the real estate owner is in the same 
class as the owner of personal prop- 
erty some years ago when a man own- 
ing a four per cent bond wns bound 1 
by law to pay half its income in taxa- 
tion. The owner of personal property 
under that system evaded his legal 
taxes to such an extent that it was 
found necessary to change the system 
of assessment and inaugurate an in- 
come tax. The real estate owner how- 
ever cannot evade his taxes and ns 
much real estate brings in no income 
an income tax on renl estate would be 
impracticable. 

With a personal property tax at a 
fixed rate imposed and collected by the 
State the result is that real estate* 
owners now have to bear alone the ' 
brunt of high prices for labor and 
materials in municipal expenditure 
and the many plans now under way 
for further outlays aggregating mil- 
lions of dollars make it imperative 
that the taxpayers organize for mutunl 
protection. Such an- organization has 
been formed and invites the co-opera- 
tion of all citizens. 

We are not in any sense opposed to 
proper municipal expenditures, we be- 
lieve that the municipal plant must be 
maintained and proper service be 
given by the city as in the past, but 
we are opposed to all unnecessary 
new expenditures at this time of high 
costs and to plans for the benefit of 
a few residents at the expense of the 
general taxpayers. We believe that 
-an excessive tax rate is a discourage- 
ment to enterprise and a hartllicap to 
the development of the City.

He also recommended $100 for 
land damages on account widening of 
Jefferson street and $1380 for work 
at corner of Fuller and Chestnut 
streets, both of which were approved 


by the hoard. His recommendation 
for $1300 for work at corner of Bea- 
con and Centre streets was held up 
until proper releases had been signed 
by the parties interested. 

Street Commissioner Stuart report- 
ed the completion of Brae Burn road 
at cost of $718.10 of Carlton road at 
cost of $18,611.08 and of sidewalks on 
Algonquin road at cost of $549.60. 
The City Treasurer reported the in- 
come' of the Kenrick Fund as $219.40 
and it was subsequently ordered dis- 
tributed under will of the donor.

resolve introduced at the last meeting 
relative to a» appropriation for the 
better lighting of school buildings. 

Alderman Whidden in making a re- 
port of progress on the matter of in- 
suring city ‘biuldings, started a long 
discussion over insurance- methods 
and appraisal of buildings, but no ac- 
tion was taken. 

Mayor Childs’ recommendation that 
work be started on the proposed 
sewer and drain in Woodward street 
in o,rder to provide work for the un- 
employed started a long discussion. 
Alderman Clement first suggested 
that the previous action of the board 
in referring this matter to the next 
city government, be rescinded — a per- 
fectly proper motion. Over this com- 
paratively unimportant point o,f par- 
liamentary procedure, the City Solici- 
tor was called in and gave his opin- 
ion that the Mayor’s recommendation 
opened up the whole matter and it 
was not necessary to rescind, nnd Al- 
derman Clement ucordingly withdrew 
his motion. Then followed long 
discussion over the question of pro- 
viding work for the unemployed, with 
civil service rules, limiting the ofll- 
icalH. whether unemployed former 
city laborers should have preference 
over men from the mills, whether it 
was possible to pay a lower rate of 
pay for some of these men than the 
present city scale (the last in order 
to employ more men) und similar 
questions. The matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Finance committee and 
after the usual lengthy recess (prob- 
ably justified for this once at least, 
as it undoubtedly saved unotlier board 
meeting) that committee reported a 
soloct committee of 5 to confer with 
the Mayor and City Solicitor in re- 
gard to tho best methods to reuch the 
desired result. 

The hourd adjourned at 11.15.

A CHRISTMAS FOR SANTA CLAUS 

_ “A Christmas for- Santa Claus” was

Such a big constructive work as this 
health work for the children cannot be 
financed except you back It with large 
gifts. 

How has this work developed? Last 
January, a specially organized Health 
Committee of the Welfare Bureau took 
charge of spending the Christmas Seal 
Fund, with the approval of the Board 
and under the supervision of the Mass. 
Tuberculosis League. 

Most fortunate has this committee 
been to have had the trained services 
of Mrs Htlll, the executive secretary 
of the Welfare Bureau, for Mrs. Hull 
was for six years very closely in touch 
with the tuberculosis work of the State 
Health Department of Pennsylvania, 
with its three clinics a week and three 
examining physicians and two nurses 
in the field in Redding. Penn. With 
her skill, thus gained, in seeking out 
the needy cases of tuberculosis and 
meeting the need, with her untiring 
interest and trained ability the Health 
Committee have felt and known how 
successfully she has carried out for 
them, and with their interest and 
apnroval. this vital end of the work. 

With this most necessary and pri- 
mary work of the Seal Fund so well 
taken care of. the Health Committee 
could then focus its attention on the 
larger, more far-reaching and con- 
structive work: that of Prevention. 

Again we were most fortunate. 
When after months of careful thought 
and investigation on the part of mem- 
bers of the Health Committee, just as 
the plans were crystallizing into 
shape, one of our members. Miss Bragg, 
assistant superintendent of schools 
shouldered the executive burden of 
seeking out the personnel of the work- 
ers. making arrangements with the 
school department, in short of care- 
fully organizing a plan of summer 
work. 

The Newton schools closed on June 
25. Just so many little children per- 
haps most needed that weighing and 
treasuring that Health supervision and 
inspiration, which Miss Bragg had last 
year well established in the schools. 

The schools closed indeed, but not 
Miss Bragg’s work for little children. 
Having in mind the closing down ev- 
erywhere of the health work. Miss 
Bragg brought to our committee its 
opportunity. 

Her efforts secured just the right 
personality for Health Teacher in the 
Newton Summer School. We who 
know that teacher, who know Miss Hig- 
gins’ work, in tlfe grades, in the win- 
ter. with our own children, realize 
just how she inspired the summer 
school children to play the Health 
game, how she rallied them all to the 
cause of health, as they worked finally 
on their exhibition play, the “Milk 
Fairies.” 

Miss Bragg secured the motherly 
little woman, a trained nurse, who 
taught those older girls, in the factory 
centres of Newton, the Mother Craft 
Class, which they so eagerly desired; 
she found for us a trained dietitian, 
workers for the weighing and measur- 
ing on the playgrounds this summer. 
Her crowning service la*r in the dis- 
covery of exactly the trained nurse 
best fitted for our Nourishment class. 
As a result of Miss Herrick’s wonder- 
ful personality, her touch with the 
children, her friendliness with the 
mothers, inspiring their interest and 
co-operation, the Nourishment Class 
has flourished, for the success of the 
class depended upon the follow-up 
work carried on in the homes bv Miss 
Herrick and the other Seal Fund and 
volunteer workers. 

The new Christmas Seal Fund is 
growing. Speed on the good work.

BURGLARS ABOUT 


DEATH OF ( APT. C. II. PHINNEY 


Capt. C. H. Phinney died at his home 
in Chestnut Hill on Sunday. Captain 
Phinney was born at North Falmouth, 
March 7, 1842, and was the son of 
Captain William L. Phinney and Har- 
riet (Nye) Phinney. He began his life 
by sailing from Boston in the ship Au- 
dubon. At the end of a long voyage to 
India and South America, terminating 
in Europe, he found himself first officer 
of the ship having risen rapidly 
through the subordinate grades. Here 
the Captain, who was his father, died, 
and he took charge of the ship and 
brought her home, where she was sold. 

He ceased to follow the sea in 1880. 
and entered the manufacturing busi- 
ness, first being connected with a fac- 
tory at Ashland, and later was a super- 
intendent at Holbrook, a position he 
filled until 1892. 

Three years later Captain Phinney, 
who had attracted attention by his sat- 
isfactory adjustment of a fire loss, en- 
tered the inspection department of the 
Associated Factory Mutual Fire Insur- 
ance Companies, and was made secre- 
tary of the inspection department, 
later becoming secretary of the confer- 
ence of the officers of the companies. 
This position he held to the time oMiis 
death. 

Captain Phinney leaves no immedi- 
ate family. His wife, who was Del- 
phine Norton of Alton. 111., died three 
years ago. 

The burial took place from the 
Church of the Redeemer on Tuesdav 
Rev. Lucian W. Rogers, the rector, offi- 
ciated. and the music included the 
singing of the hymns "For all the 
Saints.” "Jerusalem, the Golden.” and 
Hark. Hark. My Soul.”

The extra session of the Legislature 
called to codify the laws of the state 
was prorogued late Wednesday eve- 
ning after a session of about two 
weeks.

• iH )*“ f-n'l'Ml upon to pay something 
liko $180,000 as its share* of the ex- 
pense. The largest taxpayer in that 
city, Mr. William Whiting is a close 
personal friend of the Governor, and 
was a delegate to the recent Chicago 
convention and was the only delegate 
to vote for Coolidgo for President, up 
to and including the last hnllot. In 
addition he has always been a large 
contributor to the campaign expenses 
of the Governor. It takes real courage 
to take a stand in direct opposition to 
a friend of this kind and Governor 
Coolldge stands far higher in the opin 
Ion of many Influential men today than 
lie has ever done before. 

It may be of interest to many to 
learn that the expense of codifying the 
laws amounted to $426,078.

It may be hard to be merry when the 
world seems out of joint, but let us 
each and all set to work to revive the 
simple, noble qualities of life, such as 
our Pilgrim ancestors suggest to us, 
remembering that a “merry heart do- 
eth good like a medicine." and in this 
way start a counter current of peace 
and good will, which shall drown out 
the evil and re-establish the good.

FOOD 

When m ui has been furnished with 
domestic supply his water require- 
ments are only begun. Both plant 
and animal life must have food and 
food depends absolutely upon water. 

1. — The elements of plant and ani- 
mal nutriment are nearly the same, 
but plants can support life directly 
from the -oil. Animals, including 
man, cannot do this. Why not? 

2. — Plant. , however, cannot obtain 
food from ven the richest soil with- 
out water. Why not? 

3. — Man’s food may he either vege- 
table or animal. Which requires 
more water for its production? To 
illustrate: How much water is need- 
ed to produce one pound of bread? 
How much for one pound of beef? 
Why this difference and why does a 
vegetable diet thus seem cheaper than 
a diet of meat? What factors tend to 
offset this inequality?

CLOTHING 

Clothing consists mainly, like food, 
of either vegetable or animal sub- 
stance. It may he spun and woven 
Into textile from cotton, silk. flax, 
wool, or other long fibres; or it may 
he manufactured from wood pulp or 
other short -flib red material through 
felting processes. Also clothing Ynay 
consist of material In noarly Its na- 
tural state, such as the skins of ani- 
mals, with or without the fur, hair, or 
feathers. 

SHELTER 

Shelter varies from any ready made 
protection, like caves or hollow trees, 
to elaborate buildings of wood, stone, 
brick, cement, plaster, or mud. But In 
any case food, clothing and shelter are 
fundamentally dependent upon water.

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PROBATION IN MASSACHUSETTS 

Mr. Herbert Parsons Makes Interesting Address 
at Meeting oi Newton Board oi Trade 


Several hundred members of the 
Newton Board of Trade missed a most 
Interesting and instructive evening 
last Tuesday at the Newton Club when 
Mr. Herbert C. Parsons, the executive 
officer of the State Commission on 
Probation gave a talk on the work of 
his department which lasted nearly 
two hours, and held the attention of 
everyone present for each moment. 

Alderman Arthur W. Hollis, the 
president, was in th^ chair and after a 
satisfactory supper, briefly introduced 
the speaker of the evening as a resi- 
dent of Newton. 

Mr. Parsons briefly reviewed the en- 
tire change of opinion in regard.to the 
treatment of criminals and offenders 
against the law during the last cen- 
tury, from the vindictive attitude by 
which the community sought to inflict 
pain and suffering on the offender to 
the present day when the question now 
asked is “What’s the matter.” Twenty 
odd years ago, the state had 9,000 in- 
mates of jails and prisons and was 
seriously considering building more 
penal institutions. Today there are 
about 2,300 such inmates and over 
4,000 empty cells. Bristol County jail 
has not had an inmate for 18 years 
and was recently sold. Four or five 
other county jails are tenantless. Our 
State Farm now has 400 as compared 
with 1,600 years ago. Concord Re- 
formatory has been reduced from 1,100 
to 500. This change is due to the 
change of policy in putting offenders 
on probation instead of locking them 


up. To doing something FOR the of- 
fender rather than TO him. Mr. Par- 
sons pointed out the absurdity of lock- 
ing a man up for non-support of his 
family. Not only making it impossible 
for him to support the family, but 
actually having the community sup- 
port him, as well as his family. Un- 
der the present law over $830,000 was 
paid by non-supporters through the 
Probation officers in 1919 as compared 
with $25,000 paid in 1909. 

Mr. Parsons said that the probation 
system took the offender away from 
vicious environment, if that was the 
reason for the offence, provided him 
with employment, if his act was due tb 
lack of work and always sought to re- 
store the man, woman, or child to a 
decent place in the community. It had 
developed the mental examination of 
offenders to determine whether or not 
they were responsible for their acts, 
and if found defective had them placed 
in suitable institutions. Formerly 
these persons were given a term in 
jail and then released only to renew 
their criminal actions resulting in an- 
other term in jail. He noted one wo- 
man in New York state who had a 
record of 100 convictions before any 
one thought to determine her mental 
responsibility. 

Mr. Parsons said that 78 per cent of 
the persons on probation fulfilled the 
terms of their probation without trou- 
ble and 65 per cent of them never 
again appeared in the courts.

NEW TELEPHONE BOOK 


Names of Two Newton Exchanges 
Changed to Centre Newton and 
West Newton 


Distribution of the new telephone 
directory is now under way. Sub- 
scribers will find the book somewhat 
different from the one they are now 
UHing. 

The principal changes are printing 
the first three letters of every Greater 
Boston exchange name in Gothic cap- 
itals, which are separated by a space 
from the rest of the name, aetablish- 
ing four new central office names and 
changing the names of four others. 

This has been done in order that 
telephone users may become accus- 
tomed to the new style of directory 
listings which are necessary for the 
introduction of the machine switching 
system in one Boston exchange early 
in 1922. 

In the operation of the new appa- 
ratus it will only he necessary for 
subscribers to revolve the dial on the 
instrument for each of the first three 
letters in an exchange name and for 
each digit in the number desired. 

Because some of these three letter 
codes will conflict if all of the pres- 
ent exchange names are continued it 
has been necessary to change Bellevue 
to Parkway, Newton South to Centre 
Newton, Newton West to West Newton 
and Winthrop to Ocean. The new ex- 
change names Copley, Bowdoin, 
Blackstone and Dewey have been as- 
signed to party line subscribers in 
Back Bay. Haymarket. Richmond and 
Beach respectively. Other changes in 
exchange names will be made in fu- 
ture issues of the directory. 

The classified section of the book 
is set four columns to a page instead 
of three, making a material saving in 
paper, and the names of individuals 
and firms have been changed from Ro- 
man type to a full face type. 

The issue of the new directory is 
over 320,000 copies, each book con- 
taining 648 pages.

At a dinner at the Brae Bum Club 
held on November 12th attended by 
100 business and professional men of 
Newton, the needs of the Newton Hos- 
pital were presented by Mr. Bray, 
president of the Trustees. He gave an 
address outlining the work of the Hos- 
pital for 40 years, and explained its 
present needs. 

Mr. J. B. Jamieson, chairman of the 
finance committee, gave in detail the 
financial condition of the Hospital. For 
many years the trustees have depend- 
ed upon contributions on Hospital 
Sunday to make up the usual deficit. 
This method has proven inadequate, 
and it seemed advisable to organize 
a permanent association, whose func- 
tion it should he to interest as many 
citizens in the Hospital as possible. 

An outline of the proposed organiza- 
tion was presented by Leon B. Rogers. 
After many suggestions it was decided 
that an executive committee be chosen 
by men from each village who should 
organize for the purpose presented. 

On Thursday, November 18th, Mr.

Encouraging Prickly Pear Growth. 

The Department of Agriculture Is 
promoting the distribution of the best 
varieties of prickly peurs, and Is aid- 
ing farmers in starting a plantation of 
them throughout regions of the South- 
west, adapted to the growth of the 
plunt. The crop is seeded by plowing 
under slabs of tli e cactus, cultivating 
the crop, which is harvested and usu- 
ally hauled to the feeding lots. As 
eight times us much tonnage can be ob- 
tained under cultivation ns where 
grown on pastures uncultivated, the In- 
tensive method is preferred.

The oldest and most famous Ameri- 
can dictionary, a good all-round work, 
with no marked specialization or bias, 
well edited, reliable and noted par- 
ticularly for the clearness of its defini- 
tions.

He believed the atrocious criminal 
should be confined and not allowed to 
prey on society, but he declared that 
they were comparatively few and he 
had confidence that our judges knew 
how to deal with them. 

Massachusetts, he said, was the only 
state in the union which had a com 
plete probation system, which included 
men, women, and children. To this, 
system he attributed the fact that Bos- 
ton and Massachusetts had suffered 
the least in the present wave of crime 
which seemed to he prevalent in most 
of the other large cities of the nation.

Dr. James H. Van Sickel. superin 
tendent of schools of Springfield has 
been engaged by the city authorities to 
make a survey of the schools of New- 
ton in regard to the proper course for 
the city to take in the matter of build- 
ing new school houses and other inci 
dental matters. 

*The subject has a bearing on the 
proposition to establish a Junior 
High school system In the city, for if 
that is to be adopted, one class of 
school buildings will he required, while 
if the present grade system is contin- 
ued. it means another class of build- 
ings. 

Dr. Van Sickel will answer specifi- 
cally the following questions, and is 
expected to report about March 1st. 

1. Are the public schools of New- 
ton being operated now as efficiently 
and economically as possible, and are 
there any features of its educational 
system which could be dropped with- 
out serious detriment or any which 
could with advantage be added or 
strengthened?

4. Would it he wise for Newton, in 
view of its division into numerous 
scattered villages, to adopt the Junior 
High School system? 

5. If so, would it be possible to 
adapt the existing school buildings to 
use as Junior High Schools? 

6. If It Is advisable to erect new 
buildings for Junior High Schools, 
what features should those buildings 
contain, and what is the best type of 
building?

According to Englishman, East Africa 
Is a Paradise for the Hunters 
of Wild Animals. 

That part of East Africa which Is 
traversed by the Uganda railway has 
long been noted as a bjg-game coun- 
try. but few stay-at-home Britons 
realize how plentiful the wild animals 
are there. A government official, 
^hoso work has taken him Into one 
of the game preserves, writes as fol- 
lows in the London Post from a camp 
pitched only four miles from the rail- 
way and within twenty miles of Nai- 
robi : 

"As I sit writing in my tent I enu 
see through the door at least four 
thousand head of game feeding on the 
plains. There Is one group not four 
hundred yards away. They consisT of 
wildebeest, hartebeest. Grant’s gazelle, 
Thomson’s gazelle, impals, ostriches, 
wnterbuck, eland and hundreds of ze- 
bra. I have never seen anything like 
it in any other part of Africa, and, 
as you know, I know something of 
the game districts of southern Rhodc- 
sin, the Belgian Congo, the Tanganyika 
territory and the Portuguese territory 
near the Royumn.”

New Zealand. Will Use Gold Dredge 
Long In Successful Operation 
Throughout Alaska. 

An example of the far-reaching ac- 
tivities of American Industry Is to he 
found In a gold dredge that has been 
dfslgned and constructed In this conn* 
iry for the purpose of operating In 
New Zealand gold Helds. This dredge, 
says the Electrical Review, Is built 
by a New York company and Is along 
the type of dredge constructed for 
operations In Alaskan fields. Power 
for dredging, pumping nnd shifting po- 
sition Is furnished by electric motors, 
while twelve men working four to a 
shift constitute the crew. 

The general method of dredging Is 
ns follows: The digglpg ladder car- 
rying the buckets Is lowered nnd dirt 
Is scooped up. This dirt Is dropped 
on the conveyor belt nnd Is carried 
to the screen. Here It Is screened 
nnd washed nnd the refuse Is dropped 
to the stacker nnd deposited. The 
pay dirt that remains Is further 
washed on gold tables or laundries, 
nnd then passed to a gold box, where 
the gold Is recovered. Remaining de- 
posits In this gold box are treated 
about once a week with mercury, so 
that all the gold Is obtained either In 
nugget or In the form of an amalgam.

Fact Should Be Recognized That 
Period of Slackness Demands 
Increase of Publicity. 

The best time to advertise and to 
use every other means of bringing 
In orders Is when orders are most 
needed. Yet puite n few people, In- 
cluding some very large concerns, are 
canceling their advertising nnd cut- 
ting down other selling expenses at 
the very time they want orders more 
than they have needed them In several 
years. Any old concern could sell Its 
product while the boom was roaring 
along like a prairie fire nnd people 
were spending money with thought- 
less abandon. A change has come. 
It Is beginning to take salesmanship 
to sell many lines of goods. Yet many 
concerns are dismissing their best 
salesmen, the super-salesman, adver- 
tising. Not all are, however. Those 
longest and best acquainted with ad- 
vertising nnd Its power are not drop- 
ping It now thnt they have Increased 
need for It. Recent converts to ad- 
vertising should take a leaf out of 
their older and wiser competitors’ 
notebook. — Forbes Magazine (N. Y.). 


German Taxicabs a Torment. 

Present-day German taxicabs were 
not primarily designed to stimulate 
the liver; but after hitting a few rough 
spots one is left with a distinct im- 
pression that they exist solely to shake 
up the Internal organs, writes Ken- 
neth L. Roberts in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. 

As for their meters, they can be read 
properly only with the assistance of a 
slide rule and a table of logarithms. 
Each meter possesses seven clocks — 
one for the passenger, one for extra 
passengers, one for luggage, one for 
waiting, one for the luxury tax, one 
for the tax on capital and one for good 
luck. All the clocks work busily all 
the time — even the one . for waiting. 

This is probably because the passen- 
ger, due to the hard tires, Is either 
waiting to bounce up or to fall hack 
after a hump during the entire ride. 
After determining the amount regis- 
tered by each clock at the end of a 
ride, these sums are added together 
and multiplied by four.

From the crest of the wave we have 
sunk and sunk until today we seem 
riding the trough, and the pessimist 
might well say, we can never weather 
the storm. Not so the optimist — “the 
man who goes home at night and 
makes lemonade from the lemons 
handed him during the day” — he looks 
out over the sea and above the waves, 
and catches the glimmer of a great 
light, faint, perhaps, on the horizon, 
but shining true and clear to guide 
him from out his choppy sea to the 
steady swell of the flood tide which 
shall bring calm after the storm. And 
what is the great light, do you ask? 
Tlie light of conscience implanted by 
the Pilgrim ancestors, the light of 
courage, the light of faith and the 
spirit of service engendered within 
the hearts of people everywhere, ly- 
ing dormant it may he at times, but 
bound to blossom forth, as surely as 
does the winter wheat lying buried 
under the winter storms. And so with 
courage and faith and ardent hope 
we would, with Browning, “greet the 
unseen with a cheer.”

CENTENARY OF THE AMPERE 


Effect of Wire Carrying a Current on 
a Magnet Was Discovered 
100 Years Ago. 

From the observance of this year, 
the centenary of the discovery and Is- 
suance of the fundamental electromag- 
netic laws, the derivation of the often- 
heard volt and ampere wherever peo- 
ple speak In terms of electricity, are 
brought to mind. 

To Ampere, after whom we have 
named a unit of measurement of elec- 
trical energy, “tfie ampere,” is 
credited the announcement* on Sept 18, 
1820, of the Inws governing the effect 
of a wire carrying a current upon a 
magnet, and also on Sept. 25 of the 
some year, the force action of one 
wire cnrrylng a current upon another 
was announced. The paper by Am- 
pere was frankly based upon the enr- 
Iler work of Oersfed, who discovered 
the effect of an electric current upon 
a compass needle and who explained 
the concentric nature of the magnetic 
field set up about a conductor carrying 
nn electric current, but Ampere, never- 
theless, is credited with the discovery. 

Voltn, in Italy, had already produced 
the voltaic pile, made of layers of 
copper nnd zinc separated by n wet 
cloth, In 1709. To him Is nlso credited 
valuable research In electricul science, 
nnd from his name the unit “volt” is 
derived. 


CHEWING GUM 50 YEARS OLD 

John Adams, Photographer of Staten 

Island in 1870 Discovered the Pos- 
sibilities of Chicle. 

Chewing gum began its history in 
1870. Up to this time the chicle or 
cap from the chleleznpote tree of Mex- 
ico was known only to the Indians. A 
photographer on Staten Isinnd secured 
a lump of it and sought to turn it to 
some account. For two years he at- 
tempted to make it a substitute for 
gutta percha or soft rubber. This 
having failed, lie was about to throw 
It away when he happened to break 
off a bit and chewed It, according to 
the Detroit News. 

In his photograph gallery back room 
the photographer, John Adams by 
name, continued to experiment with it, 
and In time evolved something re- 
sembling the gum of today. He began 
to peddle it about in small lots to near- 
by candy and drug stores, and by 
1890 he was employing 250 hands In a 
six-story building. He died, leaving a 
fortune to his four sons of many mil- 
lions. The "white gum," or “chewing 
wax,” as It was known, was almost 
driven from the market by the new 
offering, and today is seldom seen. 
It is made from the gum of the New 
England spruce and from a paraffin 
that Is the residue of crude petroleum 
in process of refining. 


Mental Culture. 

Mayor Lunn of Schenectady 
pointed to u two-page advertisement 
extolling the marvelous efficiency of a 
mental gymnastics correspondence 
school. 

“Did you ever try a correspondence 
course in mental gymnastics?” he 
asked the reporter. 

“No ; I don’t take much stock In such 
things," the reporter answered. 

“Well, I know u man,” answered 
Mayor Lunn, “who took & three 
mouths’ mental gymnastics corre- 
spondence course, and lie’s a million- 
aire today.” 

Impressive pause. 

“To be sure,” Mr. Lunn added, 
“the man was a millionaire be- 
fore taking the course, but the ex- 
traordinary fact I want to bring out 
is that since taking it he hasn’t lost 
his money." 


Pharmacy for Females. 

Pharmacy as an occupation for 
women is gaining favor rapidly. A 
very large number of women took the 
course at Columbia last year and a 
still greater number have applied for 
the course about to begin. “Until 
recently,” said Dean Rusby, “we had a 
few women in tills field. Pharmacists 
did not wish to employ them. In the 
first place it was a novelty, and there 
was the usual hesitation to accept a 
novelty." 

Now, according to Dean Rusby, 
many women are making good In 
pharmacy, and some of those who have 
taken advanced courses and become 
analysts are doing very good work In 
chemicnl laboratories ond for manu- 
facturing houses. 


Use of Electricty Increases. 

Sweden proposes to electrify the 
Gothenburg ond Stockholm railway. 
Chile, following the example of other 
European countries and Japan, is pre- 
paring to operute a section of the 
state railways with electricity. The 
government proposes to float a loan 
of 32 million dollars, partly abroad 
and party In the country, for this pur- 
pose. It Is expected that tills move- 
ment will reduce rnllwuy operating 
expenses by three million or four mil- 
lion dollars annuully. 


German Women Students. 

There are 7,724 women students at 
the various German universities. Of 
these 2,080 are studying medicine, 
bringing the total of medical students 
up to 22.000. Before the war Germany 
had one physician for every 2,000 in- 
habitants. She now has one for every 
1,500 Inhabitants, ami fears that in a 
short while there will be one for every 
1 , 000 .
